The monthly report of the Bureau of Health for 
the Philippine Islands for December, 1905, has just 
arrived at ihe newspaper offices in the United 
States.

And the 
folks at home are duly notified that the menace has 
been removed. How fortunate! 

A PRESIDENT WHO DOES. 

No one will begrudge President Roosevelt the rest 

that he is said to need. To those who have closely 
followed his work during the closing session of Con- 
gress, there is no cause of astonishment in the news 
that his nerves are shaken, but rather do they won- 
der that he hag survived his labors with any nerves 
left. ; : 
_ The President’s work for the past ‘six months has 
been. strenuous in the best sense of the word as ap- 
plied to public service. It has been well filled also 
with incidents which illustrate the meaning of the 
word applied in mocking humor to that ideal of a 
busy life which leaves nothing within reach un- 
touched. It may be said with truth that not a 
phase of the President’s character and methods has 
lacked illustration in his recent activities. 

American history is searched in vain for a par- 
allel to the series of battles waged by the President 
with the Congress which has marked the present ses- 
sion. We might find a parallel to the battle for the 
railroad rate regulation bill in Mr. Cleveland's fight 
for sound money or in Gen. Jackson’s fight against 
the United States Bank. But these were singleen- 
gagements, whereas the President has had a succes- 
sion of conflicts. We search in vain for a-record of 
as many presidential] achievements within the same 
time or under conditions which compare with the 
conditions which confronted President Roosevelt. No 
other President, except Jefferson, has obtained from 
Congress as much work along the lines of his poli- 
cies, with the difference that Jefferson had a sub- 
servient’ Congress and Roosevelt a Congress with 
the ablest and most influential men in his own party 
opposed to his objects and with. the most powerful 
corporation influences in the country arrayed against 
him. : 

Three great legislative measures—presidential 
measures—were pushed through, primarily and di- 
rectly by the energy, force, influence and strenuous 
labors of Mr. Roosevelt. They are identified in the 
public mind with the President as embodying his 
own ideas and plans, and no one can say that any ole 
of them would have passed Congress if he had not 
applied to them extraordinary energy and those 
methods which are characteristic of his public actiy- 
ities. 
Although Mr. Roosevelt compromised ‘on ‘certain 
points in the railroad rate bill, yet in the main the 
bill represents his own program and it has yet to be 
determined whether the points upon which he com- 
promised are vital to its success. It is a broad 
measure, covering substantially al of the points for 
which he contended. 

There were points of surrender in the meat in- 
spection bill which afforded a basis for a claim 
that the packers’ “combine” was victorious. And yet 
the bill as passed provided for a thorough inspection 
and represents an achievement which was fought at 
every point by the meat monopolists and their pow- 
erful allies in Congress. The passage of the bill was 
a distinct victory for Mr. Roosevelt and embodied 
a great public demand. : 

The Panama Canal bill was passed. substantially 
as Mr. Roosevelt wanted it passed, in accordance 
with his ideas and plans of a lock canal. 

Two measures of less scope and importance and yet 
illustrating the character of work which Mr. Roose- 
velt is doing were directly due to his own efforts. 
One is the so-called immunity bill, defining the condi- 
tions under which trust magnates may enjoy im- 
munity from criminal prosecution, directed at Judge 
Humphrey’s’ decision, under which the packers es- 
caped prosecution. 
denatured alcoho] of all taxation—directed at the 
Standard Oil monopoly, 

In the ends embodied in‘these measures and the 
means employed by him, Mr. Roosevelt has thor- 
oughly defined himself, his purposes and his methods, 
Marred here and there by disregard of constitutional 
scruples and traditions, by outbursts of teniper, 
by dictatorial tendencies and impulsive blunders, in 
the main the work has demonstrated public spirit, 
initiative, courage, energy and a comprehension ot 
the power of publicity applied to public questions. 
The initiative, capacity and energy of Mr. Roosevelt 
were shown conspicuously in the railroad rate bill 
and the meat inspection bill. In the former he at- 
tacked the greatest power in American politics, a 
power combining all the other controlling influences 
in business. In the meat inspection bill he attacked 
one of the greatest monopolies, whose influence ex- 
tends in a thousand directions. He did not hesitate 
to publish reports showing the iniquities of both the 
railroad and the packing business, in the face of a 
tremendous outcry on the part of the representa- 
tives of business interests that publicity would be 
disastrous. This was especially the case itithe re- 
ports of the men sent by him to investigate the Chi- 
cago packing planta. Nor should it be overlooked 
that’ the suggestion for meat inspection and reform 
came from an up-to-that-time unconsidered novel, 
Mr. Roosevelt was deaf to the plausible but delusive 
assertion that to make public the abuses of corpora- 
‘tions would be disastrous to legitimate business, ° 
A While the President was battling with Congress 
over these measures his administration was busy on 
other lines of universally recognized public service. 
His Attorney-General was prosecuting the rebaters,

With this record of Mr. Roosevelt personally and 
of his administration under his: specia) direction, 
need anyone search further for the reasons of his 
popularity? He has taken the people into his con-, 
fidence by freely and frankly stating his purposes 
and by .combining argument with the exposure of 
facts, regardless of protests and consequences. His 
worst cyitics cannot deny that in all of this work 
‘he has. demonstrated the purpose of public servict, 
nor that he has accomplished substantial achieve- 
ments in behalf of the people. In the lighé of these 
achievements, of the energy and courage applied to 
public abuses hitherto untouched by any President, 
and to the enforcement of laws hitherto a dead let- 
ter, is it any wonder that the people thrust aside 
his mistakes and methods open to criticism, and hail 
him as a champion of their interests? Is it any won- 


tacle of a President fighting in the open in their 
behalf, striking right. and left at men and interests 
hitherto regarded with mingled fear and awe as all- 
powerful and above the law, admire and trust Mr. 
Roosevelt with all his faults. 

Mr. Roosevelt cannot help being spectacular. He 
cannot help being dictatorial. He cannot help talk- 
ing too much, writing too much and doing things 
which had better be left undone. These are parts of 
the constitutional. make-up of the impulsive and 
rough-and-ready man of action. . But he is a Presi- 
dent who. does. And since he needs rest from his 
doing, we indulge the hope that his rest will restore 
his nerves and his: energy for fresh doing of the 
kind ‘that has distinguished the first two years of 
his present term. More power to his Tight arm.

MIND OR EMOTION? 

A biographer, seeking to account for the peculiar 
genius shown in an American novel described as the 
success of the year, reports that while at the City 
College and Columbia University in New York, its 
author “took up over forty courses” without com- 
pleting them. This seems to be the main point, 
though it is added that immediately afterward he set 
out to accumulate as great a variety of unusual ex- 
periences:.as possible. His ability, as thus cultivated, 
was such that, while “dictating, if need be, 12,000 
words in an evening on his hair-breadth escapes,” he 
could still find time for the study of the violin. 

Perhaps no better training for success as a nov- 
elist could be recommended when the demand is 
for salable commodities which will give immediate 
results, measured in tons of jepueny to the vari- 
ous poin-.- . demand. 

The attempt in taking up 40 courses and mixing 
hair-breadth escapes with the violin, is to get into 
the attitudes supposed to be necessary for writing 
the “Great. American Novel” out of large resources 
of unusual emotions. In the period when the actual 
use of the mind was supposed to be an advantage in 
fiction, Hawthorne, in educating himself for his 
work, kept as far as possible out of the way of ad- 
venture and unusual experiences, digging laboriously 
into the past, keeping far in the background, but 
always overlooking his present and seeming to 
everyone else a prodigy of shyness, while in reality 
his own generation and those which had created it 
were being summoned before his genius as if for 
final judgment. There was much the same method 
in the life and work of Washington Irving and it 
appears even more in the persistence, the deep reti- 
cence and the restraint of the English Thackeray. 

There is little doubt left that the “Great English 
Novel” is already written. Most people will agree 
on this, though few may agree on what it is. Per- 
haps it may appear finally that the “Great American 
Novel” has been written also, and that it was writ- 
ten during the time when such results as ome of 
Hawthorne were possible. 

As long as the results of success are determined 
by the tons of paper used in successive editions, the 
“Great American Novel” appears quarterly and dis- 
appears as it came. It is sold by the carload for three 
monthe and then the stock left on hand goes to the 
junk shop. to make room for the next. The next 
is as “hot in the mouth” of the public as the last, 
and, if possiole, hotter. 

If the hottest possibility of book paper an at- 
tractive covers is to be the answer of the demand 
for the “Great American Novel,” we may get it in the 
more or less immediate future. The prospects were 
nev.r better. After getting it, we may turn back 
to the age of the “Scarlet Letter” and the time when 
novelists attempted to educate with their minds in- 
stead of their emotions.

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SHARP AND MACLEOD. 

The Irish poet, Katherine Tynan (Mrs. Hinkson), 
writing in the Fortnightly Review, suggests that the 
literary mystery of Fiona Macleod can be explained 
on the theory of multiple personality. 

That William Sharp’s hand penned the stories pub- 
lished under the name of Fiona Macleod is admitted, 
although the Handwriting is distinct from that of 
William Sharp. Mrs. Hinkson’s belief is that two 
personalities alternated in the possession of the 
body and mental faculties of the writer. Under the 
dominion of one the work produced was known as 
William Sharp’s, under that of the other as Fiona 
Macleod’s, the latter being, by received standards ot 
literary judgment, greatly superior to the former. 

There is nothing fanciful or light-headed in the 
theory itself. Ribot, the great French psychologist, 
who observed the phenomena of multiple personali- 
ties, and Duprel, who studied those of so-called mys- 
ticism, acknowledge the belief that the rightful per- 
sonality, that is, the person habitually inhagiting 
the body, may be expelled by another, When this 
takes place, all personal characteristics are, not al- 
tered, but changed altogether.

CURES IN CANCER HOSPITAL. 

The first annual report of the first institution of its 
kind in the country, the American Oncologic Hospital, 
for the exclusive treatment of cancer and other tu- 
mors, has just been issued, says the Philadelphia 
Press, and shows the remarkable record of 4 one- 
time sufferers from this dread malady discharged 
“without any manifest evidence of the disease,” out 
of a total of 106 treated during the year. Of the re- 
mainder, 20 are still in the institution, at Forty-fifth 
and Chestnut streets. ‘But 11 eleven deaths are re- 
corded. 

.\The insiution closed its year on Dec. 31, but the re- 
port of the directors was just made public yesterday. 
The 45 discharged patients are under signed agree- 
ment to remain under supervision of the hospital 
staff for three years, so that any trace of a return 
of the disease may be discovered. 


EXPLORING THE UPPER AIR. 
A 22-year-old student initiated the modern system 
of flying kites with steel wire for scientific purposes. 


He is Mr. Douglas Archibald and calls attention to’ 


the remarkable kite ascent a short time ago under 
the direction of Dr. Assam of the Lindenburg Aero- 
nautical Observatory. With a series of six kites hav- 
ing a total area of 323 square feet and employing 
about nine miles of wire, a height was attained of 
no less than 6430 meters or almost exactiy 4 miles. 
According to the aeronautic automatic recording in- 
struments sent up with the kites at the highest point, 
the temperature reached was 13 degrees Fahrenheit, 
that on the ground being 40.8 degrees, while the veloc- 
ity of the wind was 66 miles an hour, against about 
18 on the lower strata. This performance shows 
that great advances have been made in the art of us- 
ing kites for meteorological observations in the upper 
air, for in Mr. Archibald’s early experiments the 
kites rose only some 1500 feet, and a few years ago 
it seemed as if two to two and a half miles would 
prove the limit to which they could be elevated. 


WAR ON DUST. 

For some time past extensive experiments have 
been conducted in Burope, and more espcially in 
France, in an endeavor to ascertain the most prac- 
tical and economical method of preventing dust be- 
ing raised from streets and roadways. Three processes 
have been given exhaustive trials—oiling, watering 
with deliquescent salts and tarring. The most success- 
ful of the experiments were those made with coal tar, 
the cost of this application, in France, amounting to 
about 2.5 to 3 cents per square yard, but this cost is 
reduced to a much smaller figure when it is consii- 
ered that the application saves wear upon the road- 
bed amounting to at least 2 cents per square yard 
per annum. Chloride of calcium worked fairly well,

except for the ophthalmic effect upon the eyes of 
those using the roads. 

The use of tar or ofl upon the roads of the United 
States, except*in, a very few. localities, would not be 
possible, most of the highways being soft “dirt” 
roads. To be of any practical benefit the road to 
which the oll or tar is applied must bé well built, 
smooth and hard. A macadamized road with the tar 
coating gives excellent results. 


A WONDERFUL LOGK. 

Ninety-three million years is the time given to un- 
lock a safe which is fastened with the wonderful new 
lock invented in Jamaica. The combination consists 
of four sets of % letters of the alphabet, which can 
be ‘set to a sentence in most modern languages. When 
one letter is used in one alphabet and another in a 
second set, and so on, it becomes a most complicated 
matter. Then there is the initial problem of which 
language it has been keyed in, to be solved by the 
man that attempts to open the safe. Furthermore, 
instead of letters the inventor, one Neuman Tobias, 
has employed four sets of numerals. Assuming that 
the lock has been set to a figure in the number of 
$,030,303,030,303,030, it would take anyone who under- 
took to unlock the safe 96,090,278 years 269 days 30 
minutes and 30 seconds, working at the rate of 60 
numbers a minute, to arrive at the proper combina- 
tion. During this time he would nave no time for 
food and sleep. 


CLOUD SHOOTING. 


Cloud shooting is becoming a regular form of artil- 
lery practice in many continental countries. The ob- 
ject of this atmospheric gunnery is to dispel threat- 
ened hailstorms. The most recent form of gun is a 
funnel-shaped barrel of iron, with a broad muzzle, so 
that the discharge shall be distributed over as large 
@ space as possible. The effect of the discharge is to 
create a small but powerful whirlwind, which, it is 
found, disperses clouds that would otherwise descend 
in hail. So strong is the gust of wind sent upward 
that it sometimes kills of disables birds flying at 
great -heights overhead. 

A POWERFUL LAMP. 

Light rays half a mile long and 2% times as power- 
ful as the sort commonly in use are the new oxy- 
petrol limelights that have been invented for the 
motorists. The lamp consists of an oxy-petrol blow- 
pipe flame playing on a piece of specially refractory 
material. A reservoir of material is to be carried on 
the car and also a cylinder of compressed oxygen. 
Presumably a stream of oxygen.under pressure is 
saturated with petrol vapor and burnt in the blow- 
pipe, and a small, extremely hot flame is produced, 
this being caused to impinge on something more re- 
fractory than lime.

HE WOULD ENFORCE LAW 


Powers of the Commission Are 
Enough to Right Many 
Existing Wrongs, 


Hon. E, W. Flentge, Republican can- 
didate for Railroad yand Warehouse 
Commissioner, when questioned cgn- 
cerning his candidacy, said: 





“The office of Railroad Commissioner : 


was established in 1875. 
sisted of three members. In 1889 the du- 
lies of the board were enlarged and it 
muy become known under the law as 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners, at which time its super- 
vision was de to-include the ware- 
houses existirz under State authority. 

The powers and duties of the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission a8 
fixed by the law, are broad enough and 
comprehensive enough to enable the 
commission to be of untold benefit to 
all classes of the people if the law is 
It is unfortunatély 
true, however, that for many years un- 
der Democratic management its powers 
and duties have heen sadly neglected 
and the people have been made to suffer 
thereby. . 
ay little have the rights of the peo- 
ple been regarded that a large majority 
of our citizens are unacquainted with 
the powers possessed by the commis- 
sion. The lax enforcement of the law— 
in many ingtances no enforcement at 
all—has worked a serious hardship upon 
the great mass of the people. The time 
for a reform in the methods of the of- 
fice is at hand, and I stand for a full 
and vigorous enforcement of every law 
entrusted to this commission. ; 
“The Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners is, in effect. a 
court for the determination of the con- 
flicting rights, and the adjustment of 
the difference arising between . the 
ew body of the people on the one 
and, and the corporations handling the 
railroad, express and warehouse busi- 
ness on the other hand. 


Powers of Commission. 


“The Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners have power to classify all 
kinds of freight and express matter and 
to regulate the charges for the trans- 
portation of the same within the State; 
they have power to prevent the com- 
mon carriers from. charging. exorbitant 
prices: for shipment into or out of the 
State by representing the people of Mis- 
souri before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; they have power to pro- 
tect small shippers from unfair dis- 
crimination in favor of large shippers; 
they have power to compel the inter- 
change of freight and express matter 
between intersecting lines within the 
State and to adjust the charges from 
point to point and to limit the prices 
on transportation to reasonable 
amounts. 

“They have the right to enforce rea- 
sonably close connection between the 
passenger trains on intersecting lines: 
they have the right to enforce the joint 
building of depots at intersecting rail- 
way points; they have the right to in- 
spect railroad tracks, bridges, culverts 
and rolling stock of the various roads 
and to condemn the same when unfit 
for use, and to regulate the speed of 
trains according to the condition of the 
equipment; they have the right to en- 
force a sufficient number of trains to 
accommodate the traveling public and 
the sipping public so as to avoid need- 
less delays in the transportation of pas- 
sengérs and freight; they have the right 
to prevent unfair and unlawful com- 
binations between parallel and com- 
peting ratlroads. 

“In. short, 
mission with all needed power to pre- 
vent the great carriers of freight and 
passengers from oppressing the people 
who must rely on the public services; 
it gives them power to secure for the 
people all the privileges and advantages 
contemplated by law; as Warehouse 
Commissioners they can be of untold 
benefit to grain producers, millers. and 
consumers in the matter of properly su- 
pervising the grading, weighing and in- 
spection of grain; they. “sitalsiians the 
grades of grain; they appoint the in- 
spectors and contro! their methods; they 
appoint Boards of Arbitration to adjust 
differences between warehousemen and 
grain owners; they have the right to 
prescribe all needful rules in carrying 
out the laws relating to their depart- 
ment, 

Rights of the Ratiroads. 

“The foregoing are a few of the pow- 
ers and duties of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, given only for 
the purpose of, letting the people know 
what good can be accomplished by said 
board if properly organized to carry out 
the purposes for which it wag estab- 
lished. It must not be understood that 
aggressive effort in this department 
means enmity to the public utility cor- 
porations. 

“Nothing has contributed so. much to 
fhe material development of our great 
State as the railroads. Their rights un- 
der the law shall be as closely guarded 
and as jealously protected as the rights 
of the people and no more. 

“The duties of the office to which I 
aspire are fixed by law and, if elected, 
I shall have but a single purpose, name- 
ly, the enforcement of the law as I 
find it; Iam not more unmindful of the 
great corporate interests of the State 
than of the interests of the great masses 
of her people. 

“T am not now, and have never been, 
connected, as owner, stockholder or 
employe, with any of the great corpora- 
tions falling under the contré@l of this 
commission. 

‘It shall be my purpose, if elected, to 
hold the scales of Justice In equal poise 
as between the several interests to be 
considered and passed upon. Equal and 
exact justice to all is my motto.”

-It seemed to 
gather on the horizon along the south, 
west and northwest, and in the twink- 
ling of an eye it concentrated over the 
city and spent its terrific force.’ 

The damage reported included the 
breaking of heavy plate-glass windows 
and the uprooting of trees everywhere. 

A house,collapsed at Second ani 
Thompson streets, killing a man. .An- 
other man was killed on Girard avenue 
by being struck by a roof. Another 
man was killed at Fifteenth and-Chest- 
nut streets by a skylight blown from 
the Pennsylvania building. Three- 
fourths of the roof and part. of the 
northwest walls of the Schomacher Pi- 
ano Co.'s five-story bulliding at Elev- 
enth and Catharine streets were ripped 
apart by the wind. The loosened roof 
was blown over the northeast section 
and bricks and planks were tumbled 
into Eleventh street. The damage was 
$20,000.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The- first 
session of the Fifty-ninth Congress ad- 
journed this afternoon. The end was 
tame and uneventful beyond precedent. 
The Senate wing of the Capitol pre- 
sented a scene of legislative desolation. 
But few Senators remained on the floor 
and these disconsolately waved big 
palm leaf fans in an effort to approxi- 
mate coolness. The hottest sun of the 
summer season poured down ‘on tne 
giass room and made conditions below 
almost intolerable. 

“Great guns!’ said one Southern Sen- 
ator to another, ‘‘it must be the hottest 
day ever known.” 

“Why? inquired his companion. 

“Don't you see Vice-President Fair- 
banks fanning himself? It must be 
warm some when he does that.”’ 

For the first time in a quarter of a 
century neither Mr. Allison, the real 
leader, and Mr. Aldrich, the tactical 
leader of the Senate, was present to 
smooth out the jolts and lessen the de- 
lays of adjournment. In their absence 
Mr. Hale served as helmsman ani ac- 
quitted himself well in his new posi- 


tion.. 
The deat public, contrary to its usual 


custom. decided to let the Senate die 
without observation, At no time during 
the final closing day were there 6 spec- 
tators in the combined galleries. 

The period of recesses was reached 
early in the Senate. Not much time 
was required in completing the routine 
business. A couple of brief executive 
sessions were held, and then recesses 
of 10 and ® minutes became frequent 
and popular. -The final engrossing of 
the Public Buildings Bill proved a diffi- 
cult task to the overworked clerks, and 
there was nothing to do. but to wait. 

As the closing hour approached Mrs. 
Fairbanks and a woman friend occu- 
pied the Vice-Presidential row in the 
reserved gallery. These comprised the 
only representation present so far as 
the families of the Senatorial contin- 


gent were concerned. 
Cabinet Officers Wilt. 


Secretary Shaw and two or three 
other Cabinet ministers went into the 
Senate chamber and sampled seats, 
but the uncomfortable temperature 
soon caused them to hunt for an open 
window and an electric fan. They did 
not manifest any further desire to 
learn by personal experience whether 


the big mahogany chairs were desir- 
able. The climax of misfortune came 
at 2 o'clock when it became apparent 
that adjournment could not be report- 
ed much before 6 o’clock. The com- 
mittees on enrolled bills had become 
helplessly ‘swamped and there was 
nothing to do but wait until their 
work could be completed. ; 

The House spent the time waiting 
for adjournment by listening to music 
furnished by the Congressional Glee 
Club. The House was in session dur- 
ing the two or three hours in spasms. 
It would’have a session for a minute 
or two and by that time the Glee Club 
would be ready to inflict another song 
on the galleries. 

For the first time this session Rep- 
resentative John Wesley Gaines of 
Tennessee refused to take advantage 
of an opportunity to make a speech. 
During one of the lulls Representative 
Henry of Texas asked unanimous con- 
sent that five minutes be given Rep- 
resentative Gaines to talk on “the 
erime of '73,." and that Representative 
Charles B. Landis of Indiana have an 
equal amount of time to discuss “All 
kinds of work for all kinds of peo- 

le.” 

“ “Gaines first,” shouted the House tn 
an ecstacy of delight. ‘Give us 
Gaines.” 

Mr. Gaines, in an {mmaculate suit 
of white duck and sky blue necktie, 
took refuge in the Democratic cloaks 
room and refused to come out until 
the Glee Club was singing. By this 
time the House had forgotten him. 
Representative Landis refused to do 
an oratorical stunt unless Representa- 
tive Gaines delivered one. The feature 
of the vaudeville performance which 
always accompanies the closing of 
Congress was the whistling of Repre- 
sentative Fulkerson,.of Missouri. 

Whistles “Yankee Doodle.” 

Mr. Fulkerson is a new member and 
attained some fame by being a state- 
hood insurgent. He is today the most 
popular man in the House and all be- 
cause he can whistle. Mr. ‘Fulkerson 
filled in between waits with “Yankee 
Doodle” and trills and “Home, Sweet 
Home.

His associates at the store ob- 
served that he appeared distracted. 


Reported Disappearance. 


When he. failed to return to his home 
Mrs. Walsh communicated with his 
brothers. They caused a search and 
reported his disappearance to the police. 
When Thomas Walsh read of the finding 
of the body of a young man in the 
river he suspected that might be that 
of his brother. 

When he reached East St.

NEW YORK, June 30.—In a diary 
kept by P. L.. Bergoff, a private detec- 
tive who was employed to shadow 
Sleuths in the employ of Harry Thaw, 
is told the story of the remarkable con- 
ditions that preceded the tragedy in 
Madison Square Roof Garden last Mon- 
day night, when Thaw killed Stanford 
White, architect. 

According to the records in this diary, 
White pald Bergoff the sum of $6000 be- 
tween Feb. 14, 19%, and June 25, 1906. to 
protect White from possible attack and 
to shaddw a band of private detectives 
employed by Thaw. 

Bergoff accidentally discovered on 
Feb. 10, 190%, that White was under es- 
plonage. He appeared to be doggred 
night and day. When this fact was 
proved to White, the architect, exhibit- 
ing marked nervousness, declared: 

“I cannot understand it. - ] have never 
knowingly in all my life wronged either’ 
man or woman.”"’ 

While employed, Bergoff, as shown by 
the entries in the diary, to shadow the 
“shadows” and to ascertain the name 
of their employer. White assigned sev- 
he of Reeth ays men to obtain em- 
ployment with the detective 
which appeared “White 
and these men, Bergoff 
tormed that Thaw was the employer. 

[ was instructed,”’ says Bergoff, ‘‘to 
hire automobiles; cabs. and any sort of 
equipages IT wanted, and to put my men 
in: Delmonico s, Sherry’s, the Cafe Mar- 
tin—in fact, every dining place in the 
Broadway district. The expense often 
ran over $600 a day.”’ 

Bergoff, in his capacity of bodyguard, 
was on terms of intimacy with White, 
he says, and finally asked hig employ- 
er, bluntly enough. just why Thaw was 
shadowing him. 


“Thaw Crary,” He Said. 


“ll tell: you, Bergoff,”” said White. 
‘Thaw is crazy. He is insanely jealgus 
of his wife, and I suppose he thinks I 
meet! her. Before God I do not. I be- 
friended her because I took a fatherly 
interest in her. I befriended her and 
her family, and since her marriage she 
has repaid me by making certain re- 
marks to my friends—remarks that 
arouse the jealousy of her husband. 

“Thaw will stop at nothing,” the 
architect continued. ‘‘My life is in dan- 
ger-every moment. He is crazy.’’ 

White was followed by Thaw’s detec- 
tives to the door of Madison Square 
Roof Garden on the night of the shoot- 
ing, according to Bergoff. He says: 

‘‘l charge that Mr. White was hound- 
ed by Thaw’s sleuths up to 8 o'clock 
on the night of his death, and that it 
was an easy matter for _young Mr. 
Thaw to know where Mr. White was 
last Monday night, for his paid sleuths 
were even then still on the job, and In 
an automobile four of them followed 
the architect when he left his office at 
1066 Fifth avenue at the precise hour I 
have named. 

“E also charge that not only did 
Thaw’'s paid sieuths follow Mr. White, 
but they were put upon the trail of 
Miss Pauline Desmond and Miss Gertie 
Grant. two actresses, acquaintances of 
the architect.” 


Try to Sway Public Sentiment. 


It is plain to the onlookers that 
friends of both Harry Thaw and the 
dead Stanford White are exerting 
themselves to sway public sentiment. 
Their stories show it. 

The former tell that 30 to 50 letters 
a day are coming from young girls 
whom White betrayed. : 

On the other hand, friends of White 
insist that he loved youth and never 
had the slightest bad influence over 
innocence. They do not deny he had 
many affairs with women, but insist 
that all were with women with ex- 
periegce enough to have known bet- 
ter. 

The date for the trial of Thaw has 
not been set.

MAYOR’S PROCLAMATION ON 


JULY FIREWORKS 


Whereas, The discharge of fitearms and the explosion of powder, 
dynamite and fireworks in large and crowded cities is generally at- 
tended with serious loss of life, numerous injuries to limb, conflagra- 
tions and consequent loss of property; 

Therefore, the undefSigned, Mayor of the City of St. Louis, calls 
attention to sections 191, 192 and 193 of Ordinance No. 22,022, approved 
April 7, 1903, which reads as follows: 

“Section 191.—No person not being a member of the police force 
opon duty in a military corps, and acting under orders from the com- 
ing a manufacturer of firearms (and trying 
and proving articles manufactured by him, so as not to endanger or in- 
jure persons or property in the neighborhood), shall discharge any kind 
of firearms in this city, and then only by permission of the Mayor. 

Section 192.—No person shall in this city discharge or set off any 
rockets or any other pyrotechnic exhibition without the written con- 
sent of the Mayor, specifying the place and time, when and where the

Star Joke of Session. 


The star joke of the Congress session 


was perpetrated, when; in engrossing 
the sundry civil-bill, an item appropri- 
ating $3,000,000 to secure a site for a 
new building to be*occupled by the 
State Department. the Department of 
Justice and the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, was copied into the 
measure. “The bill was hurried to the 
President and signed by him before 
either the Senate or House noticed the 
blunder. It was not found until today. 

This $3,000,000 has been the bone of 
eontention between the Senate and 
House for many days. It was added by 
the Senate as an amendment to the 
Public Building and Grounds bill. 
Speaker Cannon declared that it in- 
volved a local real estate steal and that 
the bill should fail. 

The conferees remained in session all 
night wrangling over this item. It was 
only a short time_ before noon that the 
Senate conferees receded and let the 
item be eliminated to save the. bill. 

The same provision had been carried 
in the sundry civil bill, but was stricken 
out. Later is was placed in the public 
buildings and grounds bill, 

There was some tall husting to cor- 
rect the costly error. It was proposed 
to pass a joint resolution nullifying the 
provision. This was done, as the signa- 
ture of the President had made the 
sundry civil bill a law and his action 
could not be withdrawn. The unusual 
error delayed adjournment for more 
than half an hour, 

President Roosevelt and his Cabinet 
had an unusually brilliant levee this af- 
ternoon in the room reserved for their 
occupancy in the Senate wing of the 
Capitol. Every member of the Cabinet 
was present, and in addition several of 
the assistant sécretaries, including Mr. 
Bacon of the State Department. 

Mr. Roosevelt reached the Capitol at 
noon and went directly to the Presi- 
dent's room. He seemed buoyant and 
happy, undoubtedly glad that the long 
legistative grind was near its end. He 
was accompanied by the usual guard of 
secret service men. 

The Senate had just taken a _ ften- 
minute recese when the President ar- 
rived, and nearly all the Senators, ex- 
cept Tillman, Bailey, and some of those 
who love him not, dropped in and paid 
cts, The President was 
merry, and greeted all his visitors with 
a smile and a jest. The President im- 
mediatey began the work of signing 
bilis, conferring with each member of the 
Cabinet pertainitig to his department.

AAIDERS BLOW UP 
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“Grocer’s” Son Slept Through 
Explosion That Wrecked 
Building. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MARTINSVILLE, Ind., June 3.— 
Grant Paugh’s grocery at Alaska, a 
village in the western part of this coun- 
ty, was blown up with dynamite. It 


was a brick structure, 25x75 feet, and 
was completely destroyed. The family 
Slept in a room at the rear of the store. 
Paugh was bruised about the knees by 
falling against some furniture in his 
bedroom after the explosion. Mrs. 
Paugh was cut on the left wrist by 
broken glass, but their son, in the same 
room, slept soundly through the ex- 
citement Until awakened by his parents 
although a big plece of wood ‘was 
hurled across his bed. 

A few days ago Paugh was arrested 
and brought to Martinsville before 
Squire W. T. Rhea, and entered a plea 
of guilty to two charges of selling lig- 
uor without license, and was fined $$ 
and costs in each case, a total of $32. 

Paugh came to Martinsville and told 
Prosecutor E. E. Pryor about the ex- 
plosion. Paugh does not know who did 
the work, but suspects local talent, as 
he says threats have been made against 
him because of his dealings as an agent 
for a liquor salesman. It is reported 
from Alaska that persons were seen 
leaving the store about the time of the 
explosion, that they were driving two 
horses to a rubbtr-tired buggy and that 
eer drove {in the direction of Martins- 
ville. 

The people of the village, scantily 
clad, rushed to the store and prevented. 
a fire. The building was completely 
wrecked. Enough dynamite was pea 
to have blown up several buildings, but 
the charge apparently was not well 
placed or the Paugh family would have 
been killed. 

Alaska has never had a saloon, and 
the community strongly favors temper- 
ance.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June #.— 
The Supreme Court en banc, in an opin- 
ion handed down late this afternoon, re- 
versed the decision of Judge W. N. 
Evans, who is also chairman of the 
State Democratic Committee, that old 
soldiers cared for by the State at the 
St. James Home are not entitled to vote 
by reason of the fact that they are in- 
mates of a charitable institution. 

The opinion was written by Judge 
Lamm and speaks in glowing terms of 
the service rendered by the soldiers of 
both sides in the Civil War for the 
cause each thought to be right, and in- 
sists that it is not the province of those 
more fortunate to remove from them 
their right to citizenship. 


_ The case was tried before Judge 
Evans in Phelps County. A. B. Hale, 
the defeated candidate for Collector of 
Phelps County, contested the election 
Of William Stimson Sr. His principal 
allegation was that Stimson was 
elected by the votes of the inmates 
of the Soldiers’ Home at St. Jamea, 
and that if these votes were thrqwn 
out Hale would be found to be the 
legally elected candidate. 

In support of his contention that 
old soldiers who were cared for by 
the State were not entitled to vote, 
Hale cited a statute which declared 
that inmates of poor houses, insane 
asylums and other asylums supported 
by the State were not entitled to vote. 


State Home, He Decided. 


Judge Evans, before whom the case 
was tried, decided in favor of Hale, 
and held that’ the Soldiers’ Home was 
a State asylum. He ordered the votes 


of the soldiers stricken out, and this 
Bave the office of Collector to Hale. 

_Stimson appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which reversed Judge Evans and 
remanded the case with directions that 
Stimson should be seated. 

In his opinion, Judge Lamm said the 
lower Court was in gross error in its 
construction of the statute, which, the 
opinion says, expressly provides that 
the Soldiers’ Home at St. James and 
the Confederate Home at Higginsville 
Shall be excepted from the statute re- 
ferring to State charitable institutions. 

Regarding the rights of the old. sol- 
diers, who are compelled to seek as- 
sistance from the State in their latter 
days, the oxsinion says: 

“Can it be said, broadly and nobly, 
that old soldiers are kept at public ex- 
pense? In consideration of this case, 
matters and memories obtrude them- 
selves of no light significance. In the 
first place, a consideration was pajd the 
State on the part of the Woman's Re- 
lief Corps of the G. A. R., under the 
act making the St. James’ Soldiers’ 
Home a State institution. In the second 
place, a consideration was paid _ the 
State by an association owning the Con- 
federate Home at Higginsville under the 
act making that. home a State institu- 
tion—an institution which theretofore 
had been supported by said association 
and the Daughters of the Confederacy. 
Their lands and properties were taken 
over and accepted by the State under 
those contracts. 


Motive Was Patriotic. 


“The State of Missour! made the con- 
tracts through a motive of patriotic 
duty and along lines of sentimental 
beauty. The State of Missouri s 
shown no disposition to regret or re- 
pudiate them by the tithe of a hair and

Those interested in 
the scheme of consolidation say that its 
success depends on the attitude of the 
Suburban company's minority stock- 
holders. 

In other words, unless all the stock- 
holders of the Suburban subscribe to 
the agreement to accept a share of 
each share owned by them in the §8u- 
burban company, the merger may still 
be far in the future. © 

If the United Railways Cs, obtains a 
majority of the Suburban stceck and 
then attempts to operate the system as 
part of the United Railways Co., it will 
act in violation of the Missouri laws, 
which prohibit one corporation from 
owning a majority of stock in another 
corporation, so prominent St. Louls 


lawyers contend. 

Others hold to the belief that, in view 
of the fact that the North American 
Co.. which obtained control of the 
Inited Railways Co., by~purchasing a 
majority of its stock has not been 
molested by the authorities there is no 
reason why- the present deal should 
meet with objection.

Legislature two years ago specifically 
prohibiting one corporation from owning 
stock in another corPoration.

A New Jersey Corporation. 


The North American Co. is capital- 

ized at $30,000,000. It was organized 
under the laws of New Jersey, June 
14, 1890, to succeed the Oreyon and 
Transcontinental: Co., and purchased 
the securities owned by the latter cor- 
poration. 
The company controls the Milwau- 
kee Electric Railway and Light Co., 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis, 
the Union: Electric Light and Power 
Co. of St. Louis and the Detroit Edi- 
s0n Co., in addition to having a con- 
siderable interest in the Cincinnati, 
Newport and Covington Light and 
Tra¢tion Co, 

On Jan. 23, 1901, the stockholders 
ratified a reduction of the stock from 
$50,000,000 authorized to $12,000,000. 
The amount of old stock outstanding 
was $39,789,200, which was reduced to 
$12,000,000. In March, 1903, the stock 
was increased from $12,000,000 to $17,- 
000,000, the stockholders subscribing 
at par. The purpose of the increase 
was to acquire control of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. 

The North American proceeded in 
February, 1905, to acquire the minority 
interests in the Laclede Gas Co. and 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co, of St. Louis, for which purpose an 
increase in the amount of authorized 
stock from $17.000,000 to $30,000,000 
was ratified in March, 1905. 


Bought United Railways. : 
The company acquired control of 


the common stock of the United Rail- 
ways Co. in 1904, paying therefor 
about $20 per share. The stock has 
since advanced to nearly $60 per 
share. 

It owns the entire common stock of 
the Milwaukee Street Rallway and 
Lighting Co. .

A cable line was constructed in 1885 
running from the business section 
west to Vandeventer avenue and Mor. | 
gan street, where it connected with 
the narrow gauge line. This was the 
first company to adopt the cable sys- 
tem, 
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Succeeded Steam Line. 


In 1891 the steam line was changed 
to a trolley and the cable Was also 
turned tnto an electric line. The St. 
Louts Cable and Western Co, was then 
succeeded by the present Suburban 
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The insurance carried on the property, 
Which furnishes a fair index to its 
physical value, is as follows: Rolling 
stock, $628,000; buildines, $92,000: 
contents of buildinge and machinery, 
$356,000; a total of $1,076,000. 
Extensive improvements of the St. 
Iouis County lines, for which $1,500,000 
new stock was issued, were made a 
yeur ago. The present management, 
with Julius S. Walsh, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., at its head, 
has been in control about ‘four years, 
or since the retirement of the late 
Charles H. Turner, one of the original 
investors in the Suburban company. 





The Boodle Charges. 


Turner and two other directors of the 


Suburban, one of whom, Ellis Wain- 
wright, is now a fugitive, in Paris, 
France, were indicted for bribery by the 
St. Louis grand jury in the latter part 
of 1901, 

A franchise granting certain exten- 
sions to the Suburban was presented to 
the Municipal Assembly for action. 

It passed the House of Delegates, but 
was defeated in the Council by the 
action of a number of property owners 
along the proposed new right of way 
Suing out an injunction to prevent legis- 
lative action. 

Inquiry disclosed the fact that the 
Sum of $135,000 had been set apart by 
the Suburban promoters for the use of 
the members of the Municipal Assembly, 
“10,000 going” to the Council and $75,000 
to the House of Delegates. The money 
was‘ locked up in the vaults of a local 
trust company. Each side held a key 
to the deposit box and neither could 
open it without the consent of the other. 

When the fate of the franchise be- 
came involved in doubt Turner and 
his associates refused to pay the dele- 
gates. The rumor of the Suburban 
boodle dea] spread rapidly. Legisla- 
tors threatened to go before the grand 
jury and “peach” if Turner didn't 
Stand pat.

But Turner beat them to the grand 
jury room and soon the story of the 
‘ 


Suburban bribery scandal was on 
every tongue. Nineteen members of 
the House of Delegates were indicted 
in connection with this deal and sev- 
eral of them are now doing or have 
done time in the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary. Others more fortunate have 
escaped conviction. 

The boodle disaster threw a cloud 
over President Turner's administra- 
tion and he was practically forced to 
resign, Later he went to New York 
a friends say he died of a broken 
1wnTrt. 

The United Railways Co. was organ- 
ized in 1898 for the purpose of merg- 
ing all the street railway companies 
of St. Louis. A bill to legalize this 
combination passed the Missouri Leg- 
islature in the face of open charges 
of corruption having been employed to 
Zain its enactment. In the grand 
jury revelations concerning the af- 
fairs of the Missouri Legislature it 
developed that the United Railways 
Co. has distributed a boodle fund of 
about $200,000 to bring about the en- 
actment of the measure. 


Suburban Out of Merger. 


All of the lines, with the exception 
ofthe Suburban went into the mer- 


ger. Originally it was intended to 
take in the Suburban and $3,000,000 of 
the bond issue was set aside for the 
purchase, Subsequently this reserve 
bond issue. was canceled. The com- 
pany has a 50-year franchise. 

The St. Louis Transit Co., the par- 
ent corporation of the original street 
car combine, was organized in 1899. 
It was known as a paper corporation, 
for it had no assets, although it is- 
Sued stock and immediately upon its 
formation assumed control of the 
United Railways Co. by leasing it for 
a period of five years. 

The Transit Company defaulted on its 
Obligations in 1904. the lease expired 
and a deal was made under the terms 
of which the United Railways Co. be- 
came the operating company under an 
absorption deal, which retired the tran- 
eit stock and replaced it with United 
Ratlways common stock. 

The North American Co. secured con- 
trol the United Rallways Co. in 1904. 
by buying a majority of the common 
Stock. The United Railways has $25.- 
000,000 common stock outstanding. No 
dividends have been fd on this stock. 
At present there is $12,983,000 stock out- 
standing which will be increased $4,000.- 
000 when the merger is completed. ‘The

Confess, 





HEARING BEGINS MONDAY 





Abner and Smith Corroborate 
Recent Confessions of Jett 
and Spicer. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., June 30.—John Ab- 
ner and John Smith, in Jail at Jackson, 
Breathitt County, for the assassination 
of Dr. B. D. Cox on orders of Judge 
Jim Hargis, have confessed their part 
in Cox's killing. They say that they 
fired the shots that killed Cox from a 
stable belonging to Judge Hargis and 
that Asbury Spicer was present at the 
time and was implicated. | 

They corroborate in almost every de- 
tail the confessions of Curtis Jett and 
Asbury Spicer, who laid bare the plots 
of the Breathitt assassinations, and 
also the statements made by Mose Felt- 
ner, who was the first man employed by 
Judge Hargis to assassinate J. B. Mar- 
cum. 

Sam Fields, former member of the 
Hargis clan, has just confessed tnat he 
was the first man employed by Judge 
Jim Hargis to assassinate Jim Cockrill, 
and that Hargis offered him $10,000 to 
kill Cockrill, after quarreling with him 
as a pretext. Fields says that he feared 
for his life and accepted the commis- 
sion, but failed to carry out Hargis’ or- 
ders. He was then ordered to leave 
Breathitt County, which he did. 

Abner and Smith’s confessions have 
not yet been given to the public, but it 
is said that new plots and new people 
will be dragged in by them. Fields says 
that after Hargis had tried to employ 
him to kill Cockrill, he wrote to Gov. 
Beckham, detailing the plot, but that 
Beckham did not reply. When the Har- 
gises were indicted for murdering Cock- 
rill in the Circuit Court, here Fields 
says he went to Frankfort and asked’ 
Reckham = -to-- return. his letter, but 
Beckham denied ever reeiving any let- 
ter from Fields about the assassina- 
tion.

‘In the session that has just closed 
Congress has done more substantial 
work for good than any Congress at 
any session since I became familiar 
with public affairs. The legislation has

ble; such, fur instance, as the raliroad 
rate bill, the meat inspection measure, 
the pure food bill, the bill for free alco- 
hol in the arts, the consular reform 
bill, ° Panama Canal legislation, the 
joint statehood bill, and the naturaliza- 
tion bill. 

“I certainly have no disposition to 
blink at what there ts of evil in our so- 
cial, industrial or political life of today, 
but it seenis to me that the men of gen- 
uine patriotism who genuinely wish 
well to their country, have the right to 
feel a profound satisfaction in the en- 
tire course of this Conerser. L would

Grand Duke Declares Failure to 
Harmonize Parliament and 
Government Cause. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June %.—The 
downfall of the Goremykin ministry, 
whose attempts to bridge the chasm 
between the Government and Parlia- 
ment have resulted only in widening 
the breach, now is. virtually an accom- 
plished fact, if the statement of a Grand 
Duke can be accepted. 

According to this personage, the final 
dcsperate effort of the faction headed 
by Minister of Agriculture Stichinsky, 
which wishes to disperse Parliament 
and again resort to repression, has 
failed, The recurring disaffection 
among the troops probably convinced 
the Czar of the folly of trying further 
to temper the feeling of the country. 

At any rate, according to the Grand 
Duke, the decision has been taken to 
bow to Parliament, dismiss the minis- 
try and to make nv attempt to impose 
a forced recess. 

A frank surrender of power into the 
hands of the Constitutional Democrats, 
which would mean nothing less than the 
inauguration of a_ true constitutional 
monarchy, would find the leaders of 
that party ready to undertake the fight 
against the rising tide of revolution, 
but it is too much to expect the Em- 
peror and the court to make such an 
abject capitulation. 

In mB ng of denials, negotiations be- 
tween the conservative Constitutional 
Democratic leaders and Emperor Nich- 
olas have been secretly in progress for 
several days. But there ig no reason to 
believe they have resulted in anything 
definite towards superseding the Gore- 
mykin cabinet with a mixed ministry of 
Constitutional Democrats and October- 
ists elected from the Council of the Em- 
pire with Finance Minister Kokovsoff 
as Premier. Such a cabinet, if it could 
be formed, might temporarily tide over 
the present crisis. But the divergent 
elements probably would be incapable of 
working {n harmony and thus {it would 
only postpone and not solve the great 





izssue, 

The difficulty of forming a new cabli- 
net is likely to delay the announcement 
of Premier Goremykin’s retirement sév~- 
eral days.

Henry Mau's building stood firm. He 
bullt it himself over ~ so ago. He 
put only the best material into it. It 
stood on a foundation of brick 
ment nearly three feet thick. The tre- 
mors of the earthquake did not affect 
it. The chimneys even remained in po- 
sition, although every other chimney 
for miles around was tumbled down. 
Fire, however, caught the bullding and 
quickly destroyed it. 

Mau knew that his house was not 
damaged, but in the excitement fol- 
lowing the quake he was only able to 
secure a few witnesses to prove its con- 
dition. A few days ago he bought a 
dozen picture postal cards to keep as 
souvenirs. One of these cards pictured 
the sink in Valencia street, and to his 
delight Henry Mau saw there an indis- 
putable photograph of his own bul i 
standing upright amidst the surround- 
ing wrecked structures. He presented 
the card to the insurance companies, 
together with his proof of loss.

A. E. Boyd, sig A Assessor: Cook's 
plea of ignorance in éxtenuation of his 
admitted failure to examine the Salmon 
bank for 2% successive months does not 
entitle him to damages. The verdict 
is outrageously unjust. 

Cc. H. Williams, with Goss & Glenn, 
clothing: The verdict is unjust and un- 
reasonable. . . 

Cc. H, Hoysler, hardware: Knowing 
the facts in the case as we do here, the 
verdict exonerating and rewarding the 
man whom we paid to examine our 
banks and who failed to do so, arouses 
our indignation.

and to get into a safe condition. When 
Sam Cook came in, this pressure was 
relaxed and the bank went from bad 
to worse. Then Cook wrote his letter 
to the bank, saying: “Your bank is in 
its usual solvent condition and doing a 
large business.’’ This letter, Cook's 
clerk admits he marked “Dic, 8S. B. C.,’’ 
showing that Cook himself wrote it. 
This was the only letier Cook write 
about*the bank. Then came the Casey 
failure, and although a bank examiner 
was in Clinton and examined. the Citi- 
zens’ Bank, he did not examine the 
Salmon Bank, which was heavily in- 
volved, Then just before Cook went out 
of office, the bank was examined and 
given a clean bill of health, the ex- 
aminer reporting that the Salmons were 
worth at least $400,000 above Habilities, 
Then, six months later, came the fail- 
ure, In view of these facts, disclosed 
by the record and admitted by the 
plaintiff, I felt certain he would be 
glad to be rid of his suit. Judge of my 
surprise, then, when the jury, in view 
of these facts, gave Cook a verdict for 
$50,000 damages. Dumbfounded is a mild

term for the sensation I experienced. I 
cannot see how: the verdict can stand 
if we have any justice in Missouri. 

W. A. Vaughn, saddiery and shoes:

Minority Verdict Approved.

Blow at All Bavuks. 


W. Snider, cashier of the Clinton 
National Bank which opened its doors 
four days after the Salmon Bank falil- 
ure: The verdict seems to me a dépior- 
ab'e inisearriage of justice. The bank 
was insolvent for years before it was 
closed. The bank examination depart- 
ment of the State should have discov- 
ered it. The veriest novice in banking 
coulq have discovered it. The very fact 
that the Salmon Bank was openly pay- 
ing 4, 5 and 6 per cent on deposits and 
secretly even as much as 8 per cent, 
should have aroused suspicion. The 
rule with cOmpetent bank examiners is 
to take a hurried survey of the bank. 
If any feature in the bank arouses their 
suspicion they stay with the bank until 
they are convinced of its solvency of 
until it closes its doors. The discrep- 
ancies between the published statement 
of the Salmon Bank and its books, the 
fact that it Was carrying as a leading 
asset the effects of the State Bank of 
Clinton, should have aroused suspicion, 
even without the high interest rate.

BERLIN, June ®.—Prof. Wilser of 
Heidelberg, one of the highest authori- 


ties on natural history, has published 
an interesting article on the original 
home of the human race. He comes 
to the cdnclusion that not only the 
larger apes, but also the most ancient 
hordes of human beings, made their 
Way across the European continent. 
The point where their various ways 
divided, or, as Prof. Wilser puts it, the 
center from which they were distrib- 
uted, can only be looked for in extreme 
northern latitudes. Prof. Wilser’s opin- 
fon coincides with that of Prof. Schlos- 
ser, that mighty migrations of the ani- 
mal kingdom preceded that of man. 
The continuous cooling of the north 
sharpened the struggle for existence, 
altering completely the conditions of 
life, and bringing into existence new 
forms. It ig not true that the tropical 
sun has power to develop the human 
germ. All progress has come from the 
north, and all new and highly devel- 
oped races have their origin here, Prof. 
Wiliser points out that nothing is known 
of the original home of all those great 
groups of mammalia which have spread 
themselves with men all over the 
world, and he comes to the conclusion 
that the home of all the mammalia, 
men included, is to be found in those 
inaccessible regions which today are 
buried under eternal ice or covered with 
the waves of the Arctic seas.

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BARRINGTON CASE 
10 SUPREME COURT 


Noted Clayton Prisoner Gets 
Further Delay by Grant- 
ing of Appeal, 











Plead He Is British Subject and 
Should Have Had Change 
of Venue. 


“Lord” F. Seymour Barrington, con- 
victed of the murder of his benefactor, 
James P. McCann, and under sentence 
to be hanged July 26, won another point 
in his stubborn fight for liberty yester- 


day when the Missouri Supreme Court 
ordered that his case be transferred to 
the United States Supreme Court. This 
ruling has the effect of suspending his 
sentence of death until a. decision is 
reached by the highest tribunal. 

The case is carried up to the Federal 
Supreme Court on a writ of error ap- 
plied for by Barrington, the principal 
grounds for this action, as stated by 
his attorneys, being: 

That he is a British subject, and as 
such was entitled to trial in the Fed- 
eral Courts. 

That he was denied a change of venue 
from St. Louis County despite the fact 
that sentiment there was strongly hos- 
tile to him. 

That, though the alleged crime was 
committed in the county, he was 
“sweated’’ by Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond of St. Louis, and that the state- 
ment thus obtained from him was used 
against him at his trial. 

That he was denied an _ injunction 
against a theatrical company producing 
a play called ‘‘The Desperate Lord Bar- 
rington,” which helped to increase the 


feeling against him, 
Barrington Pleased. 


When told of the action of the State 
Supreme Court in granting him another 
lease of life Barrington said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday: I have 
been expecting it. I only wanted jus- 
tice and I was sure I would get it. Of 
course I am happy. That is all I care 
to sa ust now.’ 
pi rn hy P. McCann, a wealthy horse- 
man, who had been Barrington’s bene- 
factor, was found dead with a bullet 
-wound in his head near Bonfils, St. 
Louis County, June 27, 1908, a week after 
he had disappeared from his home, 
where Barrington had been his guest. 
McCann's pockets had been rified. 

Barrington was arrested by the Bt. 
Louis police when McCann disappeared, 
and some of McCann’s jewelry and 
other property were found in his pos- 
session. He was released because of 
lack of evidence that McCann was dead, 
but when the body was found and iden- 
tified he was rearrested as he was pre- 
paring to leave for Chicago. 


Lost in Every Court. 


On March 5, 1904, he wag convicted of 
murder in the first degree and sentenced 
to death. He appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which, on Feb. 2, 1906, affirmed 
the verdict of the trial coure ana Bar- 
rington’s execution was fixed for March 
15. The case was transferred’ to the 
court en banc for review and the form- 
er decision was affirmed and Barrington 
sentenced to be hanged at Clayton July 
26. Then the fight for a Federal hear- 
ing began. 

Barrington arrived in St. Louis in 
January, 19038. Posing as an English 
nobleman, he married Miss Wilhelmina 
Grace Cochrane, whom he afterwards 
deserted and who obtained a divorce 
from him. His deception and treatment 
‘of the young woman caused him to be 
sentenced to the Workhouse for § six 
months, but after serving part of his 
sentence he was pardoned at the in- 
stance of a wealthy real estate dealer 
who thought he had been unduly perse- 
cuted. 

His notoriety caused him to be en- 
gaged as manager of a downtown sa- 
loon and it was there he met McCann, 
who gave himmoney and took him to 
his home to live.

LONDON, June 80.—Dr. Emil Reich, 
the instructor of society women in the 
philosophy of Plato, told his audience 
at Claridge’s Hotel why it is that 
many young men are bald. 

“In stifling the imagination, young 
men age quickly, and one consequence 
is the loss of their hair,” he said. “I 
have had thousands of students pass 
through my hands, and have been as- 
topished at the number of bald heads 
among them.

LONDON, June 30.—An exraordinary 
series of letters written by a woman to 
a Roman Catholic priest was read at 
the Willesden. Police Court. The case 
was the sequel to an application by the 
priest to the court for protection. 

The Rev. Henry William Casserly of 
the Harlesden Roman Catholic Church 
was the complainant, and Gretta Craw- 
ford, 26 years old, a school teacher, of 
Burlingtcn gardens, Acton, was charged 
with threatening him. Miss Crawford 
appeared in court carrying a large bun- 
dle of letters, and a brief setting forth 
her defense, and she amused herself by 
while waiting for her case to be called 
by sketching the other prisoners. 

“Did you threaten Father Casserly?” 
the magistrate asked. 

“Why, I would not hurt a hair of his 
dear head,”’ she replied, ‘‘which is no 
reflection on him, because he has not 
got any.”’ 

Father Casserly said that he first 
made the woman’s acquaintance eight 
years ago. He was_then-visiting chap- 
lain at St. Mary’s Hospital, and she 
was brought in there after she had 
tried to poison herself. He took an 
interest in her case, and secured her 
discharge from custody, and since then 
he had been annoyed constantly by let- 
ters from her. 


Will Die With Her Love. 


One of these letters, which he re- 
ceived last, was read. She wrote: 
“And to be wroth with one we love 
Doth work like madness in the brain. 

“And so even my telegram, the money 
for which I had to borrow, you will 
not answer. Very well, I keep no oath 
to God or man, I have no one to dis- 
grace. My mind is made up. I take 
poison. I go into your church. I shall 
clasp you tight when you won’t know, 
and neither Campbell, police, or Mar- 
shal will undo my clasp until 1. am 
broken in bits. 

“So then my name and yours shall 
be linked forever, and God will send 
you to hell with me because you are 
the cause of my going there. I long 
for ‘full exposure of my misery. Do 
your worst, you and your detectives. 

‘“‘Anger between us is to me worse 
than Portland or hell. May thousands 
of curses rest on any woman you have 
ever caressed, or ever will. I will 
scream in your church, false, perjured 
priest. 

“Yet one kind word, ‘I forgive,’ will 
save you. I have run to the door at 
every sound.: For weeks I have not 
slept or eaten. Curse you, and the day 
I was born. Sunday is my birthday, 
and my death-day also. I will be 
worthy of my royal namesake. The 
tragedy will make England ring.” 


Threats on Postcards. 


Other open letters on postcards were 
read, and in one she wrote: 

“Cruel insulter of a woman who has 
been your friend for 'years. There shall 
be silence for a time, and then the aw- 
ful thunder.” 

Father Casserly said that he had no 
desire to be vindictive, but he believed 
that the girl was mad. At this she in- 
terrupted, saying: 

“False! You know you love another 
girl, Harry.”’ 

Continuing, Father Casserly said that 
the last letter was sent because the 
woman was not appointed a teacher in 
his school. | 

“Absurd,’’ she shouted. “He loved me 
once, and I loved him, and then he ca- 
ressed other women. Have you not al- 
lowed me to love you, Harry?’ 

The Magistrate asked Miss Crawford 
whether she would promise to cease an- 
noying the priest. 

“Yes,"’ she replied. “It is not because 
I am afraid, but I am sick of the miser- 
able coward. My sister is a nun. I, 
too, stayed in Father Casserly’s convent 
at Harlesden, and there I learned that 
he was a Don Juan among priests. All 
the women were mad about him. 

“But he is my property. He has had 
the best of my life. I was only 18 when 
I attempted my life. Let him tell you 
why I did it.”’ 

The woman was bound over in $100 
bond to be of good behavior for 12 
months.

Young Woman, Still in Teens, 
to Lead Agricultural 
Hawaii.

BERKELEY, Cal... June $0.—Laurels 
for California college girls are no 
novelty, the maidens who study in 


the universities of the State having 
won enviable records for themselves 
in scholarship and other fields. But 
Miss Alice Thompson ts the first to 
score unqualified success as a soil ex- 
pert. 

Her reward for faithful effort is 
seen in the appointment she has just 
received tq serve as a soil expert at 
the Agricultural Experiment Station 
maintained .by the 7overnment at 
Honolulu. She will be an assistant 
there to Director -J. Eckhardt, her 
work being the study of problems ne- 
cullar to the soll of Honolulu. Her 
preparation for this work has been 
thorough, and she has wen the right 
to be rated as a soil expert of pretty 
nearly the first rank. 

In Hawall the soil products that are 
of commercial value are Imited. Su- 
gar is the big crop. Then comes cof- 
fee, with pineapples and minor pro- 
ducts farther down the list, In the 
hope of increasing this list of soil 
stuffs the Government maintains 
high-class soil experts in a station at 
Hionolulu, whose time is devoted ex- 
clusively to studying the soil with 
a view to enlarging the agricultural 
industry of ths islands. Miss Thomp- 
son is to work with these experts, 
trying to solve all these problems. 

Miss Thompson is a handsome young 
woman, still in her teens, who last 
year was a “co-ed,” one of hundreds 
of clever girl students at the State 
University. She gave special atten- 
tion to agricultural research work 
under the direction of Prof, BE. ww. 
Hilgard, dean of the Agricultural Col- 
lege, and Prof. Loughridge,-the soil 
analyst and water expert, an assist- 
4nt professor in the department.

MURDER REVEALED 





All but Forgotten Indiana Mys- 
tery Cleared by Finding 
of Skeleton. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 
BROOKVILLE, Ind., June 30.—After 


a quarter of a century the mystery of 


the strange disappearance of William 
Dawson has been solved. The solution 
proves the old adage, ‘““Murder will out.”’ 

The bones of Dawson, who was a 
wealthy jeweler and a prominent resi- 
in the sixties 
and seventies, were found in the debris 
which had filled a cellar underneath 
what was once his jewelry store. The 
skeleton was unearthed by workmen ex- 
cavating for the new Smith Block. 

Coroner Bogart has examined the skel- 
eton and judging from all the evidence 
that he has obtained is satisfied that it 
is that of Dawson. - 

In 1852 William Dawson came to Amer- 
ica to find a home in the great West, 
Apparently he had plenty of money. He 
bought property and opened a jeweler's 
shop, being at that time one of the few 
expert jewelers in this part of the coun- 
try. His business and his wealth in- 
creased. 

Little was ever known of the life of 
Dawson. There were stories to the ef- 
fect that he had belonged to the nobil- 
ity of England and that he had been 
forced to flee in disgrace, but he never 
talked of his past. He was very eccen- 
tric and reticent, and made but few 
friends. 

The frail young wife who came across 
with him died in a few years. Dawson 
married again, but this union was not 
happy. 

One morning the old man did not ap- 
pear at his jewelry shop as usual. The 
place remained locked for days. A 
search was made, but. no trace of the 
man was found. His wife professed to 
think that he had deserted her to re- 
turn to England. The money which he 
Was reported to have had was never 
found. 

The authorities made an exhaustive 
search, but never found any trace of 
him. The mystery was for many years 
a topic of interest in Franklin County.

Large Defisits for Two Years 
and Expenditures Show 
Another Coming. 


By Wire From. the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 30.-—“Exclu- 
give of all expenses in Panama, thie 
expenditures for the four years of 
Roosevelt exceeded those of the four 


years. of McKinley, although the lat- 
ter cond d the Spanish war, by the 
extrgordinary sum of $436,104,699.” 

This ,was the astonishing declara- 
tiom made today by Senator Culberson 
as he submitted some figures to the 
Senate on the enormous growth ‘of 
governmental expenditures during the 
asmmiatregon Of President Roose- 
Veit, 

Culberson based his observations 
On an inquiry as to what an investi- 
Sation of the Indian coal land scan- 
dals would cost. He.showed that rev- 
enues in 1903 were $694,621,117, and 
the expenditures $640,323,450, leaving 
a Surplus of $54,297,667. In 1904 this 
condition had been reversed. The rev- 
enues were $684,214,373, and the ex- 
penditures $725,984,945, leaving a de- 
ficit of $41,770,572. 

Aside from $50,164,500 expended on 
the Panama canal during 1904, the ex- 
penditures were increased by more 
than $35,000,000. ; 

In 1905 the revenues were $697,101,- 
269, and the expenditures $720,105,496, 
showing a deficit of $23,004,227, the 
sum of $3,818,819 having been paid on 
canal work. 


Story of Deficits. 


The estimated revenues for 1906 are 
$738,590,815, and the expenditures $746,- 
690,515, leaving a deficit of $8,000,000. In 
the estimate $12,000,000 is included for 
the canal, making the expenditures $13,- 
985,615 greater than 1905 and $93,767,064 
more than 1908, after which canal ex- 
penditures began. In Panama expend- 
itures the increase in 1904 over 1903 was 
$35,496,995, the increase in 190 over 1904 
Was $40,366,233,-and the increase in 1906 
over 1905 was $17,903,636. 

This,is an aggregate increase in three 
years of $93,767,064. The increase of the 
naval establishment alone exceeded $34,- 
000,000 for the three years. Culberson 
said the increased expense for the na- 
val and military establishment was a 
peculiar feature of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

A surplus of $27,000,000 for the 
year which ended today is shown on 
the books of the Treasury. At the. end 
of the previous fiscal year there was a 
deficit of $24,000,000. The exact figures 
of the receipts and expenditures will 
not be available until Monday, but the 
surplus will aggregate $27,000,000. 

The yéar has been an extraordinarily 
prosperous one with tne treasury. The 
receipts from both customs and internal 
revenues have exceeded any year in the 
history of the nation. The total re- 
ceipts from customs were $302,000,000, as 
compared with $236,000,000. This tre- 
nendous increase accounts for the ex- 
cellent showing of the Treasury. The 
internal revenue receipts amounted ta 
$250,000,000, which is an increase: of $15,- 
000,000 over the previous year. 

_The total receipts for the year were 
$597,000,000 and the total expenditures 
$570,000,000. The total receipts for the 
previous fiscal year were $50,000,000 less 
than those for the year just closed, and 
the expenditures were $2,000,000 in ex- 
cess Of the previous year.

woman who called on her Friday aft- 
ernoon, 

“She was scarcely able to open and 
close the door behind her as she came 
to us,” said the young lady to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Sautrday, ‘and the 
little baby she carried was so frail that 
we were afraid it would never leave the 
place alive. The child was but a few 
weeks old and its little eyes told that it 
had not had the care it should have had 
because of the poverty of the woman 
who brought it t. us for aid. 

“We gave her a bottle of milk for the 
little one and she left with a thankful 
nod that spoke more than the words 
themselves. would have ‘told. The little 
child, scarcely a month old, seemed to 
be asleep at first, but once it moved 
about and whined and cried as though 
its little heart was about to. break. 

The little baby that the kind young 
lady spoke of .wa8 Baby Buehler and 
she that took ft to the commission to 
get it milk was Mrs, ‘Mary Buehler of 
1046 North Eighth street. 

For a week the child has -been hov- 
ering between.life and death, the bal- 
ance swaying first in one direction and 
then in the other. After doing all In her 
power to save the little one’s life, the 
mother walked all the way to the office 
of the commission, six long and sultry 
blocks. 

Thousands of other little ones who 
have not yet been sought out and 
brought to the attention of the people 
of St. Louis, are being weighed in the 
Balance of Life, their existence de- 
pending on the answer to the call of 
needy mothers and fathers. The sum- 
mer sun that sinks to rest in the 
western sky, must bring to these lit- 
tle ones a night of sleep and quiet, 
brought about by, the nourishment 
from cold and soothing milk, just as 
that same sinking sun brings rest to 
those St. Louisans more favored in 
worldly goods. 

Another pathetic incident is told by 
Dr. Henckler of the North Side Dis- 
pensary. The mother of little Baby 
Shepard of 4547 North Second street 
appeared at the Dispensary Friday 
and begged that she be provided with 
milk for her little child, and ice to 
keep the milk in condition to give it 
to the child.

How He Was Driven Mad. 

He was pleading for the life of a 
murderer at Cincinnati when his rea- 
son was dethroned, The case was ap- 
parently hopeless, but the magchless 
eloquence of the man secured the re- 
lease of the prisoner. After the trial 
the murderer, softened by the touch- 
ing plea of “J, N."’ to the jury, sent for 
his attorney and admitted his gullt. 
“J. N.’’ rushed to the courtroom, and 
dashing in upon the lawyers whoa 
were intent upon another case, he 
shrieked: “Your Honor, I’ and 
fell, writhing in a fit. The nervous 
Strain of the trial and the shattering 
of his confidence in the innocence of 
his client was too great for his finely 
organized mind to bear, and although 
he recovered his health in a few days 
his intellect has since been clouded. 

A few days after the dramatic scene 
in the courtroom he disappeared from 
his home. When next heard of he was 
in the West. delivering lecture on the 
“Unknown Forces of Nature.” At first 
he was successful. His usual man- 
ner of entering a town always insured 
a full house. He would drive up to 
the best hotel in the place and shout 
in stentotorian tones: ‘Don't move, 
anybody!” When a large crowd had 
collected he would descend to the ho- 
tel, where he always supped at the 
expense of the landlord, The fame of 
the flighty orator traveled all over 
the entire country. At every town he 
received an ovation, and he grew 
firmer in the belief that he controlled 
the “force” of which he lectured. 


Impressed by Civil War, 


The Civil War made a strong im- 
pression upon him. It was contrary 
to his doctrine of peace and love, and 
to prevent the waste of lives he at- 
tempted to see Jeff Davis and  per- 
suade him to surrender. Armed with 
a letter from Lincoln, giving him safe 
conduct through the lines, he pene- 
trated the Confederate lines and was 
on the verge of seeing the Confeder: 
ate President when he was arrested 
and bundled North. ‘They gave me 
380 minutes to leave in,” he says, “and 
I have 29% of 'em coming to me.” 

At that time, he was not thought to 
be insane, but merely accentric, and 
those who had known him all his life 


saw only that early peculiarities were 
intensified. . 

It wag during the war that he an- 
nounced his aversion to paying money 
for anything. For a time his kinsmen 
in Ohio supplied him, with a regular 
sum for his expenses, but there came 
periods extending over half a year 
when they would hear no word of him. 
He had found the way of living with- 
out money. 


Had a Bundle of Passes. 
Every railroad president, division su- 
peemten sent and conductor from Wash- 
naton to Denver and St. Paul to New 
Orleans became acquainted with him, 
and in every city of this territory he 
found a hotel man willing to feed him 
free. He carried a large leather pocket- 
book filled with annual railroad passes 
and hotel cards. In every city he found 
some newspaper office where he was 
wel e, and there he would borrow 
small sums of money and seize upon 
big piles of newspapers which he never 

read, so far as anyone knows. 


What Did He Do With Itt

dering eff into incoherencies, wherein 
many references to state problems of 
today and yesterday would be biended. 

His Extraordinary Memory. 

His memory remained extraordinary 
up to the end. Wherever he went, he 
recalled the names of the people belong- 
ing to the railways, hotels and news- 
papers he frequented. He shaved with 
regularity and never bathed, but fol- 
lowed Dio Lewis and cleansed his body 
by rubbing it with towels. ; 

The last years of his life were some- 
what embittered by the great complex- 
ity of railroad management and the 
consequent difficulty of getting free 
transportation. Men got into place who 
knew him not; presidents were no long- 
er easy of approach, and train auditors, 
ignoring the proffer of expired annuals, 
demanded money. This limited J. N.’s 
area of travel and rounded him up near 
his old home in Ohio, where his° kins- 
men, seeing that he was breaking, in- 
duced him to rest from his wanderings. 

And.so, after 78 years of life, this 
marvelously gifted man succumbed to 
senile dementia iu an asylum,

After driving his wife from the room 
by threatening to throw the drug in 
her face if she did not leave him alone, 
Henry de Brunner drank cents’ worth 
of carbolic acid from a beer stein in 
his home, 4544 North Broadway, yester- 
day and died half an hour later while 
being taken to the North End Dispen- 
Sary in an ambulance.

SLOW ARKANSAS OROP 


Col. J, M. Gracie Says Recent 
Improvement Leaves It 
Behind Average. 


ee 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 30.—Col. 
John M. Gracie, one of the largest 
growers of cotton-in Arkansas, in re- 
sponse to inquiries made the statement 
that more than 10,000 acres of cotton al- 
ready planted, has been left to waste 
in the section of country lying near the 
Arkansas River between Little Rock 
and south of the river. 

Continuing, Col. Gracie explained that 
the labor situation, always a grave one, 
is at this time most important, He has 
reported to the Government that labor 
throughout Arkansas is at least 25 per 
tent short. 

One reason is the negroes are leaving 
the cotton fields, from the fact that 
they can get the ready money in the 
sawmill and railroad camps, and that 
they do not care to stay on the farm 
and make the crop. 

How Labor Is Hired. 

Col. Gracie” spoke of a number of 
methods which are being tried in Ar- 
kansas in the cultivation of the cotton 
crop. He says the tenant plan is as 
good now as ever, but that laying aside 
the matter of picking, the paying of $6 
per acre for laying by the crop is the 
best. In this way, however, he says 
there is trouble to secure sufficient help 
to pick the cotton. 


In his trips over the State, Col. Gracie 
finds that the crop has improved in a 
marked degree since the first of. the 
month, He says the betterment ‘will 
average. 15 per cent. This is compared 
with the crop one month ago. He also 
Says that the crop js well cultivated, 
and that the crop which is now being 
tended is in much better shape than he 
expected to see. 

“But,” said he, ‘do not confuse that 
statement with the idea that cotton is 
better than ordinary. That is not the 
case. In fact, cotton, the plant, individ- 
ually, is extremely small. I would say 
that taking an average year, the crop is 
not better than 80 per cent. That is, I 
meant that the plant as it stands today 
. 20 per cent under an average year, in 
size. 


Behind Average Year. 


“The crop is very much behind, and 
this is going to exert a marked influ- 
ence upon the ultimate yield. There 
is no grass in the cotton which the 
planters are cultivating. The few cool 


nights did not do a great damage, yet 
they had an effect. The greatest trou- 
ble is Zie labor question, however. We 
need more labor, and to produce suffi- 
clent cotton to clothe the world it will 
be necessary to secure more.”’ 

Col, Gracie has three plantations. one 
of which he is devoting to an experi- 
ment with Italian labor. He speaks in 
the very highest terms of them, and 
Says they are not the class one meets 
in the streets. He says they are a home- 
loving people, intent upon doing their 
work in the way best pleasing to the 
lanter, and once shown, they give no 
urther trouble. He is well pleased with 
them and says the farms a yolning. cul- 
tivated by negroes, are at least 25 per 
cent behind. 

They spend no time at the stores, do 
not visit saloons and desire to live in 
communities, will not mix with the ne- 
gro, and are devout churchmen. Col. 
Gracie says that if they stick to the 
work a few years here they will be en- 
abled to purchase Hittle farms of their 
own, and be independent.

PARIS, June 30.—At the Hotel Drouot 
public auction féoms the highest bidder 
will secure a strange and rather grew- 
some collection. It consists of some 30,- 
000 newspaper cuttings and 3000 caricas | 
tures, richly’ bound in five volumes. The’ 


latter bear the coat of arms and initials 
of Peter I, King of Servia. ? 

The 30,000 articles, or paragraphs, and 
the 3000 caricatures all relate to the 
murder of King Peter’s predecessor 6n 
the throne, King Alexander, and of the 
latter’s wife, Queen Draga, who were 
assassinated by military conspirators in 
their bedroom three years ago. It ap- 
pears that a press cutting agency in 
Geneva proposed to King Peter to get 
together the collection, and the offer was 
accepted. The agency was also instruct- 
ed to include caricatures, although these 


were often hardly sympathetic towards 


the murdered King's successor. 

The five volumes were duly sent to 
Belgrade, and the bill followed after a 
decent interval. A month later the vol- 
umes came back to Geneva, and the 
bill has hitherto remained unpaid. The 
agency is now trying to cover its cx- 
penses by putting up the volumes for 
auction, Looking through the text and 
the pictures, one cannot feel surprised 
that King Peter should not have been 
much pleased by. the collection, but one 
wonders what he expected to find there.

A few years ago M. Kontier credited

customer lie nygied the money and the 
woman,: being foo reer to pay, said: 

“I am grateful for your cfedit, but I 
have no money. This painting was giv- 
en me by Claude Monet, a great artist, 
whose model I was when I was younger. 
You take this picture. It is worth more 
than I owe you, much more. But I give 
it because you were so generous to 
me.”’ 

Kontier did not think much of the 
peiture, but saw his customer could not 
pay, so he took it. He hung it in his 
store and thought nothing more of it. 
While preparing to move he decided 
the picture a burden and arranged a 
lottery, charging 10 cents a chance. The 
patron who won the picture said: 

“You keep the picture and give me 
instead a good cake.’’ 

Unwilling to quarrel with a customer, 
Kontier gave the cake. The painting 
was put away in the garret and forgot- 
ten. A few days ago an automobile 
stopped before the bakery and two well 
dressed men, said to be Americans, ad- 
dressed M. Kontier:

Treasury Official Says No Need 
for Worry, Cash Is 
Safe, 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 30.—‘‘Kansas 
bankers have been ‘‘buncoed” by the 
State in connection with this depository 
law,” said J. R. Mullvane, a Topeka 
banker. Mr. Mulvane had been figur- 
ing the profits on his transaction in 
State funds, and reading letters from 
the country bankers who are losing 
money to support the State depository 
law. * 

The law was enacted with the expec- 
tation that the State would have at 
least a million dollars to“*loan to the 
banks. Later the Legislature enacted a 
supplemental law, which provided that 
the State Treasurer should have in his 
vaultg at one time only one-twelfth of 
the amount collected by the counties 
for the State. The bankers who bid for 
loans of State funds have deposited se- 
curities valued at $1,100,000 with the 
State Treasurer, to secure loans which 
range from $99,000 to $200,000. 

“The bankers..of the State,’ contin- 
ued Mr. Mulvane, “bid for State funds 
under a misapprehension of the provis- 
ions of the laws and the probable in- 
terpretation of them. They expected to 
have all of the funds they bid for and 
they have received about one-tenth of 
the amount for which they deposited 
Securities. They believed that the State 
was giving them a fine thing, and now 
they are seeking to be relieved of the 
burden they are bearing and which is 
doing the State no good. Every banker 
who obtained State loans is losing 
money. 


Banker Out $1640 a Year. 


“One instance will suffice to show 
how the loss occurs. I have a letter 
from a banker in a small town who bid 
.for $40,000 of the State funds. His bid 


was accepted and he deposited with the 
State reasurer $40,000 in 2-per-cent bonds 
which cost him a premium of $2500; He 
has deposited securities to the value of 
$42,500 and he expected to get a loan of 
something near that amount. 

“He has written me that his loan has 
averaged $1500. He receives no interest 
on the premium he paid for the bonds 
and the 2 per cent he received from the 
State amounts to $800 a year. He is 
loaning the $1500 at 6 per cent interest 
interest and it brings him $90 a year. 
Me must pay the State $30 or 2 per cent 
for the use of the $1500 and the money 
therefore nets him $60 a year. His total 
income then from the $42,500 invested is 

60. The same amount of money loaned 
at 6 per cent, the rate of interest he 
probably would receive, would bring 
him $2500 a year. 

“His net loss for a year is therefore 
the difference between $2500 which the 
money should earn and $860 which it 
does earn, or $1640. He can hardly af- 
ford to support the expensive depository 
law at that. price. He has written me 
to assist him in getting out from under 
the burden. 

State Not Worrying. 


“Some of us have asked to be allowed 
to abrogate our contracts, but the At- 
torney-General has held that we cannot 
do that and that the State has no right 
to let us return our little dribs of cash 
and take down our securities. I think 
this is wrong. If both parties tu a 
contract are willing to abrogate it, there 
could be nothing wrong. I am of the 
opinion that there ought to be only one 
or two State depositories and that they 
ought.~to be in Topeka. I sent $75,000 in 
cash to the State House the other day 
to pay for bonds, and the treasurer 
gave me 10 drafts on banks throughout 
the State to pay the amounts. That is 
a disreputable way for a State to do 
business. We are caught, and that is 
all ther: is to the business,”’ 

J. R. kurrow, a member of the State 
Board of Threasury Examiners, was 
amused when told that Mr. Mulvane 
had confessed that the bankers had 
been buncoed. Mr. Burrow said that 
the State depository law had been sent 
to all of the bankers in pamphlet form, 
and that they had all of the time they 
needed to study its provisions, e 

“The people will not lose sleep, 
said Mr. Burrow, “over the losses of 
the bankers. The bankers were in a 
position to be informed in regard to the 
workings of this law and it is not our 
place to warn them not to bid for funds. 
The depositories cannot now withdraw 
their securities. Their only relief will 
be from the next Legislature which un- 
doubtedly will shape this law so that it 
will be of more benefit to the State.

Dishwashing Is Popular. 

The result is that dishwashing is 
counted an enviable employment and 
every girl longs for the job. The boys 
who are large enough are let clean up 
the grounds. Great pride is taken in 
the .campus, which has a flower bed 
for its centerpiece. The latter’ sur- 
rounds a flagstaff. On one side is the 
dinner bell which is mounted plantation 


fashion upon a tall pole, 

The children take turns cleaning their 
cottages and making beds. In the 
morning play hours the larger boys 
work on the farm and the larger girls 
do the work of farmers’ wives—pick 
peas and beans and prepare food for 
the meals under the directidn of the at- 
tendants. 

The children are prompt about arising 
at 6 o'clock, and by 7 they are washed 


,and dressed and ready for their break- 


fast. 

Besides porridge and milk they usually 
have hot biscuits, although it takes 1000 
at least to satisfy them. 

The good baker is kept busy making 
bread and cakes and plies. 

Worship takes place under the tree 
on the hilNside and consists of hymn 
singing and Bible reading. Grace is al- 
ways said before meals, and no child 
leaves the table without gaying 
“Please excuse me.’’ Blue ribbons are 
given the tables where quiet is main- 
tained in coming to seats. Every table 
had a blue ribbon Wednesday, which 
means that the table manners of every 
child war as it should be. 

Substantiality is aimed at In the 
children's food. Meat is served some 
days, sOup ethers, and vegetables al- 
ways. Dessert is always a part of each 
meal. and the drink is usually milk, 
supplied by the 18 cows of the farm. 
The butter used is made on the farm. 


Delights of Bathing. 


Bathing is a feature at Eureka. 
Some of the children spend the day 


wishing that it would be time to swim. 
They call their bathing sults “swim- 
mers,” and begin to carry them 
around three hours before the time 
when swimming in the big pool is 
permitted. The girls swim first and 
they always march in procession, sing- 
ing as they go around the hills to the 
swimming pool where they dive and 
addle and float as if they had been 
rovght up near a bathing resort.

You can play baseball or pitch horse- 
shoes—a favorite game—or sail boats 
on the spring, or have water see-saw 
if you don’t care how wet your cloth- 
ing gets or you can Keep store and sell 
daisies for cakes and green red-haws 
for apples, or make mud pies, or play 
Indian, but you can’t play dolls or 
climb trees. 

The saddest thing I know about Eu- 


reka is that no child ever took her doll 
there. Dolls are sometimes given as 
prizes, but have never been among the 
arrivals. Climbing trees is against the 
law in Eureka, where the managers, 
Mr. and Mrs. Tillery, have to take ev- 
ery precaution to keep unbroken the 
bones of their guests. 

There is an entertainment at Eureka 
every night. It begins with games on 
the campus at 7 o'clock and at 8 be- 
comes more formal, There are seats 
for the audience, a stage for the enter- 
tainers and.a piano for the musicians. 
Wild flowers are used for decorations. 
No form of entertainment is repeated 
in a fortnight. Soap-bubble parties, 
minstrel shows, masquerades and ster- 
eopticon views are some of the varie- 
ties. 

Prizes for Quietness. 


The children march to their cottages 
when the entertainment is done and try 
to see who can get to bed first and keep 
stillest. A flag is hung over the cottage 
where quiet. comes first, 

Little Mary Miller, daughter of the 


resident farmer, calls the farm ‘“My- 
reeka.’”’ Her friend, Mr. Verdier's 
daughter, who has been taught to share 
everything with her twin brother and 
sister, Albert and Alice, insists that it 
is “Not My-reeka but Us-reeka.” 

You understand that spirit when you 
know of the following example of kind- 
ness on the part of the cottagers. 

Eleven-year-old Tessie Moran, who 
has been to the farm every year for 
seven years, and her sister, Mamie 
Moran, sat up all night Wednesday with 
a woman attendant of their cottage 
who was ill. They took turns putting 
cold cloths on her head and when morn- 
ing came had her carried out under a 
tree that she might have all the air 

ible. 
Prhe Fourth of July will be a big day 
at Eureka. The bunting and the flags 
and the fireworks are all there and the 
full plans for the day are made out. 

There is to be a street fair on the cam- 
pus.and races for prizes and songs and 
marching and ice cream. Also a base- 
ball game and drills until the eagic 
will be hoarse long before 9 o’clock. 

Eureka has jokes which it tells on 
new arrivals. A number of girls came 
running down the park hill to Mrs. Til- 
lery Wednesday afternoon. 

‘There's a mad cow up there, I think 
it wants to bite us,"’ said the foremost. 

The mad cow was a good-sized calf 
whose muzzle had come off. It wanted 
milk, not little girls, but they thought 
it was mad because it had been wear- 
ing a muzzle.

It had been re- 
moved, but the children, not knowing 
of the removal, were troubled. 

Night time is cry time in the first 
days of the fortnight, when the guests 
are not quite settled down and are 
afraid of the strange bigness of coun- 
try dark. 

Bears always form an_ interesting 
subject. A party of children disputed 
their presence in the woods for 10 min- 
utes Wednesday, and then the little 
girl who had insisted that she’d seen 
several explained that she thought they 
were talking of blackberries. 

All the fruit in the little orchard, to- 
gether with the orchard itself, are for- 
bidden to the guests because the fruit 
consists of hard green apples that do 
not ripen until fall, and the supply of 
oll of peppermint is not everlasting.

STATE PROSPEROUS 


Oklahoma Report Places Terri- 
tory Well Up in Matter 
of Finance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., June 30.—The state- 
ment of territorial banks of Oklahoma, 
issued ‘by Paul Cooper, Territorial Bank 
Commissioner, shows that at the end of 
the fiscal year, May 24, 1906, the total 
deposits in territorial banks were $2,200,- 


408 in excess of the deposits at the end 
cot the fiscal year 1905, and that iney 
were $1,989,343.12 in excess of the total 
deposits at/any other report fn the his- 
tory of the Territory. The report aisuy 
shows a remarkable increase in the 
loans and discounts, which are $2,048,9U0 
greater than a@ year ago. 

There has been an increase of 21 ter- 
ritorial banks since the last report, six 
months ago, with resources Of $090,485.32, 
a total increase in resources in the last 
six months being $735,783.89. This does 
not include the business of Indian Ter- 
ritory banks. The total amount on de- 

osits in territorial and national banks 

n Oklahoma Territory at the . present 
time is $27,819,547.30, or an increase ot 
‘562,485.32 over the total deposits six 
months ago. 

According to figures recently compticd 
by the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington, there are 251 national banks im 
oferation today in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, as compared with" 80 in tae 
entire State of Kansas, 168 in Nebraska 
and 22 in Arkansas. New York State 
has only 384 banks, while Texas has 41. 
Oklahoma will begin its career with 
only 133 fewer national banks than are 
found in New ‘York. OkKlahoma will 
have more than double the combined 
rumber of national banks now in Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, New Mexico, Arizona 
and Arkansas, which is now’ 126.

One of these 
women, Mrs. Montefiere,. having re- 
fused to pay taxes, taking as her mot- 
to, “No representation, no. taxation.’ 
has been regularly besieged for three 
weeks at her Riverside vilia at Ham- 
mersmith by bailiffs holding a decree 
authorizing them to seize her goods. 
Another, Mise Billington, insisted on 
pulling the bell at ¢ ancellor of the 
Exchaquer Asquith's residence on Cav- 
enfdish Square after she had been in- 
formed that he was out. She was 
forcibly. removed by a ‘ poiiceman, 
whom she slapped. in the face and 
kicked on the shins. Being a sturdy 
young woman, the policeman’s. shins 
were much brulsed. A magistrate 
tined her $50, giving her the alterna- 
tive of paying or going to prison for 
two months, as she indignantly. -re- 
fused to promise not to repeat the dis- 
turbance. She chose to go to Jail,.On 
Asquith’s personal appeal to the Home 
Secretary, the fine and imprisonment 
were. reduced by half, but she would 
not allow her friends to pay the 
amount, and was tlhuxuriating in a 
cheap martyrdom at Holloway when 
she was made furious by being turned 
out of the Jail because, through some 
unrevealed agency, the fine was paid. 
When these women. were recently 
ejected fram the women's gallery in 


the Huuse of Commons for disturbing | 


the proceedings, one shrieked: 

“It's no use talking; we must com- 
mit a few murders -to show the men 
that*we are in earnest.”

Wall Street.—Today’s unsettled stock 
market gave slight response to a bank 
réturn which was, for the most part, 
fairly up to yesterday's forecast as to 
the real strength that the banks would 
show. The cash gain was _ $1,179,000, 
which was a little below what the 
known movement of money indicated, 
but the loan account was reduced $813,- 
400, and deposits fell off $1,¢99.300. The 
net result was a gain of $1,142,825 in sur- 
plus, which brought that item up to the 
figure for this week a year ago, al- 
though well below any previous year 
since 1893, with the exception of 1901. 

The stock market declined further 
after the figures of the return were pub- 
lished, and thé whole list soon touched 
the lowest level of the day. There was 
no buying power and St. Paul, Reading 
and| Union Pacific again led the decline. 
Foreign markets were equally disturbed, 
although opening London quotations for 
many American shares were above yes- 
terday’s closing figures here. 

Further liquidation in the stcck mar- 
ket has brought several speculative is- 
sues this week to the lowest level of the 
year and the general list not far from 
the prices touched during the reaction 
immediately following the San Francis- 
co disaster. While some pools have suf- 
fered severe losses, they have not been 
of a nature to cause general disturb- 
ance, and by suggesting the hazards of 
similar ‘ventures, may force the plung- 
ers to take the warning that they have 
so\persistently ignored on previous oc- 
casions. 

In this way the situation today is real- 
ly stronger than it was a week ago, al- 
though the full effects of tha move- 
ment may not be accurately estimated 
at this time. 


Foreign Situation Unsettled, 
With European gold again moving 


this way, and sterling sufficiently be- 
low the importing level to éxcite fears 
in London lest Our withdrawals should 
become actually disturbing to that mar- 
ket, we would seem to be in a position 


to strengthen our reserves if such ac- 
tion becomes necessary. The foreign 
situation is too unsettled, however, to 
justify very great assurance on this 
point, 

The chances of a large gold movement 
to this country is to some extent de- 
pendent upon the action of British un- 
drwriters in remitting further sums to 
this side in payment of their San t'ran- 
cisco losses. 

if a large movement should result it 
would have important bearing in keep- 
ing money reasonab:y easy here, al- 
though there is every prospect. of an 
active demand from the West as soon 
as the harvesting outflow sets in. The 
fact that we have financed this week's 
dividend requirements with nothing 
more disturbing than a 6 per cent call 
loan rate—a level which has been 
touched or exceeded in this week during 
five of the last ten years—must not be 
taken as affording immunity from the 
later flurries that often reflect the pre- 
liminary borrowings of the harvesting 
season. Those demands, however, are 
as yet too far away to justify an ac- 
curate forecast at this. time, especially 
in view of the fact that with Europe's 
gold again flowing in this direction we 
may secure sufficient foreign assistance 
to face the autumn withdrawals with 
comparative composure. 

There can be no doubt that Secretary 
Shaw acted wisely in forcing the banks 
to return the $10,000,000 Government de- 
posits at this time, if the Treasury 
needed the money. They can repay it 
now more conveniently than they could 
later on, when the crop-moving demand 
was upon them. There is certainly no 
ground for grumbling at the demand 
made this week, since it was perfectly 
understood that the funds were to be 
returned in July. 


Grain Weak. 


Grain—Weakness was the salient 
feature in all dome&tic grain markets 
this morning, but particularly ih wheat, 
which broke somewhat sharply, while 


corn showed a auick tendency to re- 
covery. The downward trend in wheat 
was chiefly ascribed to poor support and 
heavier offerings, prompted mainly BY 
continued highly favorable weather in 
the West, where harvesting ana thresh- 
ing are proceeding under favorable aus- 
ices, . 
PTA tar opening rather sluggish, corn 
became more active and strong. De- 
mand was stimulated mainly by com- 
plaints of drouths in parts of the belt. 
The decline in wheat was partly checked 
‘temporarily by reports that 200,000 
bushels had been sold in Duluth for 
direct export, but most exporters are in- 
clined to be incredulous. claiming that 
their limits are still too low. é 
Cotton—The market was quiet today 
and firm, despite rather disappointing 
Liverpool cabies and the better crop re- 
port from the Journal of Commerce than 
had been expected, together with some- 
what better weather and crop news from 
the cotton belt. The market derived its 
principal strength from efforts of the 
shorts among the spot dealers and pro- 
fessional operators In July to cover. 
Brokers had to bid eugie up to find 
new sellers. and in this way July was 
advanced ten points to the basis of 19.30, 
inst 10.06. the low point early yester- 
ay morning. The rest of the market 
held firmly at about last night's closing 
quotations.

Week’s Movement on Wall 
Street Discouraging to Se- 
curities Holders, 


LOCAL- MARKET IS QUIET 








Trading on Home Exchange 
Shows No Indications of 
Improvement,

M)stctious selling in the face of ap- 
parentiy improved market conditions 
Was the fexture of the past week’s traa- 
ing on Wall stre2:. aud prices, althougn 
showing some resi:tance to the pressure 
in the iate markt, closed the six-day 
perioi at a materially lower’ price level. 
Where the selling emanated from and on 
what nidden causes it was based hag not 
been tnude apparent to the speculative 
fraternity. But thse it originated in 
most pewerful sources and had tempo- 
rarily the sanétion of the most. influen- 
tial f:nancial interests on the .‘‘street’’ 
i, apparent, for tn: decline met with 
wbsvlutely no resiscance util the market 
was kordering on a panicky break, and 
tic demand came m2o.ly from an over- 
cx*enacea short account. 

Whether or not the Standard Oil tn- 
tcrests were responsible for the break 
ix, of course, an unanswerable question, 
but the action of the Standard Oil 
etecks during the dee.ine and the press- 
ure brought to bear upon them at the 
crucial Moments, whenever the liquida- 
tion gave indications of ceasing, would 
indijeate that these interests were di- 
revtiv responsible mr the downward 
movement, 

Following the announcement that crim- 
inal procecutions were to be brought by 
the Federal Government against the 
icuding oficiais of the Standard Oil 
Co, Ama'gamated Cepper stocks were 
the target of a gevere bear attack, and 
its price .-was forced down quickly 
from around $105 to below par. ‘ 

The severe selling pressure then shift- 
ed to St. Paul, another prominent 
Standard Oil property, and its seg was 
forced down in one day nearly $6 per 
share on selling apparently of the most 
influential character. 

This naturally raises the question 
whether the Standard Oil interrests are 
not in favor of lower values on securi- 
ties. If such is the case the decline has 
not reached its culmination. 

There is little question that 
Standard Oijl-interests had advance in- 
formation of the action that was to be 
taken by the Federal Government 
against the corporation, and Nquidated 
largely their holdings of Wall street se- 
curities before the announcement of the 
prosecution was made public. 

That they did liquidate was indicated 
by the action of St. Paul in the upward 
swing of the market, that occurred some 
weeks previous to the attack by the 
Government. St. Paul was taken in hand 
during the movement and was rushed 
up vigorously from $160 above $180. 

An Old Trick. 

This is an old but famillar trick of 
the Standard Oil crowd when they are 
desirous of liquidating, and there is lit- 
tle question that when this movement 
took place that these Interests were 
marketing large holdings of other 
securities preparatory to the at- 
tack by the Federal Government. 

If the Standard Oj] interests have lq- 
ulidated as indicated and are desirous 
of lower ppices. lower prices are inev- 
itable, notwithstanding that conditions 
in the country show no adverse changes 
or that other powerful interests 
endeavoring to sustatn prices. 

On Wall street Standard Oi! is all- 
powerful: they practically control the 
market situation through the strongest 
banks and financial institutions, and 
brook no interference as regards their 
policy of advanctng or depressing the 
market. 

Tt ‘s needless to think that a Govern- 
ment attack on Standard Oil, involv- 
ing as it may eventually enormous 
lossee to the company, can fall on 
Standard Ol alone. 

Standard Oil doesn't work that way. 
Its losses are eventually recouped or 
forced on the public, through its con- 
trolled securities. and with its secur- 
ities sold out much hicher than at the 
present level, it Is plain to be seen why 
these interests might be working on 
the bear side. 

Again, there is a limit to which the 
prosecution of the trusts and corpora- 
tions of the countrv can go before caus- 
ing a material setback in our prosper- 
ity 

Already a feellnge of uncertainty is 
prevalent in financial circles, owing to 
the corporation bhaitine now going on,

for these same corporations that are be- 


ing attacked represent the holdings of 
hundreds of theusands of investors, 
who are gradnal!lv heing worked Into 
a state of mind, fearful of their future 
dividends. 

It is easy to see, therefore, where a 
violent break can be precipitated 
through the agency of these prosec::- 
tions, for once these -inveetors become 
alarmed and are fearful that the pros- 
ecutions are going to the noint where 
their dividends may be endangered or 
their investment lost through the dis- 
ruption of these corporations involved, 
it will be imnossible to. check the liq- 
uldation. of nolders, and a market con- 
dition bordering on'a panic might eas- 
ilv be precipitated. 

Present conditions «under such cir- 
cumstances would count for nought, be- 
cause it would be the fear of what the 
future holds for the investors in these 
large corporations that would control 
the sneculative opinion, and there would 
he little Incentive to purchase their se- 
curities even at a materially lower 
price level. 

Again. it Is possible that since the 
attack has been made on Standard Oil, 
that Standard Oil will take Wall street 
as 2 means to force recognition of the 
fact that corporation invéstigation and 
prosecution fs fast reaching the point 
where it will matertally interfere. with 
the prosperity of the country. 

Force Prices Down. 

If Standard Off should force prices 
down steadily, the losses sustained spec- 
uiatively and intrinsically would be 
such that they would eventuallv ef- 
fect the general husiness itnterests of 
the country. Things cannot be de- 


pressed in the financtal world without ' 


bringing 8 business reaction. for the 
lasses sustained in the market mate- 
rially reduce the buying power of aj! 
narties interested, cause a falling off 
in demand on all sides, create the hbe- 
lief that a business reaction is due and 
once this belief obtains contracts for 
the future rapidly lessen and an actual 
reaction is in this way brought about. 

If securities are denressed afd it can 
be made to appear that the depression 
has been brought about by the attacks 
on corporations, It will be only a ques- 
tion of time hefore a change In public 
sentiment will teke place ks regards 
the present aggressive policy of the 
Government, and it is not unlikely that. 
if. as is indicated by the declina in 
the stock market during the past week, 
that the Standard Ol! interests have 
brought about the decline, that thie 
same interest is pursuing the policy of 
putting prices dowr, for no other rea- 
son than to cause fear that tre prose- 
ceution will be detrirrental to the coun- 
try, and so cause a change in public 
sentiment as regards the policy of the 
Government, which will call a halt on 
these same prosecutions and investiga- 
tions. 

There is no need to ecmment on other 
factors Im the market situation. The 
crop outlook continues promising, and 
gener! business activity continues un- 
abated.

Recent Elections, However, Dis- 
affected Party Has Aided

JACKSON, Ky., June 30.—It is indeed 
difficult now to foretell the coming po- 
litical events as regards Breathitt and 
adjoining ccunties in the coming and 
immediate elections. Probably the best 
way to judge is to take the past year’s 
events as a basis. The election of 1905 
in Breathitt County was not a formal 
expression of the political situation in 
the county, owing to the fact that pe- 
culiar conditions figured in the result 
of the election. . 

The feud issues and the family quar- 
rels went far to mold the result of that 
election, and those results were inevita- 
ble under the .circumstances of that 
campaign. While the people here do 
not earry the feud feeling and family 
differences altogether into politics, yet 
the leaders of the factions being also 
strong political factors has no Uttle to 
do with the result of political issues. 

Head Democratic Machine, 

Judge Hargis and ex-Sheriff Callahan 
are the recognized leaders of the Démo- 
cratic organization, or machirie,.in this 
county, Callahar. being chairman of the 
executive committee, but they will find 
strong opposition in the dissatisfled, or 
‘Hogback,’ element of the Democratic 
party in the county, which is a strong 
contingent. ‘This element, together with 
the Republican vote of the county, can 
defeat any candidate or measure sup- 
ported or advocated by! Hargis and Cal- 
lahan. 

It is believed by some that Judge 
Hargis and Callahan will not take an 
active part tn the approaching elections, 
owing to the fact that they gre en- 
grossed with the crimina: prosecutions 
here and at Beattyville and Lexington. 
If they do not take active part it will 
be the first time they have failed in a 
score of years. 

‘There is, however, one thing that may 
bring them into politics at the coming 
November election, and that is to op- 
pose A. F. Byrd in his candidacy for 
Congress. If there is any one man in 
the State that has caused them more 
unpleasantness and more trouble than 
all others in their prosecution for the 
past two years arising from the Breath- 
itt County assassinations it has been 
Byrd. 3 

There is no doubt. but that they will 
give him strong opposition in this 
county, and will also appear against 
him in other counties throughout the 


district. 
Independence in Politics. 


But as to the political complexion 
of this county and Central Eastern 
Kentucky in prospects of the early 
State and national elections, and in 
the more immediate Congressional 


election, it is difficult to give definite 
expression. There is one thing that 
can be seen among the majority of 
the people of this section, and that is 
they are fast drifting toward inde- 
pendence in politics and leavine be- 
hind them the partisan men and meas- 
ures, 

It is no longer a fixed certainty as 
to how a county or district will go 
in an expression at the polls, but, on 
the other hand. it is safe to say that 
the people are revolting at the idea of 
corruption in public affairs, graft in 
public trusts and machine methods in 
politics, and upon these is being im- 
printed the stamp of public disap- 
proval and contempt. It can no long- 
er be said that a county or district is 
solid in the support of any man until 
he first declares his policy and plan 
of action and until the electors are 
satisfied that he is the best means at 
hand. 

This has been plainly shown in re- 
cent county and district elections in 
this section, and the candidates of 
wealth and apparently strongest fol- 
lowing have been overwhelmingly de- 
feated.

JUDGE BISHOP FAVORS IT 





Youthful Offenders Should Not 
Be Kept With Crimin- 
als, He Declares. 


The question of the advisability of 


maintaining a separate institution for 
the detention of children pending their 
trial before the Juvenile Court is now 
holding the attention of the members 
of the House of Delegates. There is a 
Measure before the House calling for 
the establishment of such an institu- 
tion. 

Judge ©. Orrick Bishop, presiding 
Judge of the Juvenile Court, when seen 
by ‘a Post-Dispaten reporter yesterday, 
expressed himself as being highly in fa- 
vor of the contemplated ordinance. 

“There is no doubt,’’ said the Judge, 
“that some place is needed to detain 
those children who are unable to give 
bail. It is prohibited by statute to puace 
them in the same quarters as the older 
prisoners occupy—which is wise. The 
present accommodations for these 

ung prisoners are wholly inadequate. 
The. two places now used are a room 
in the Four Courts, which is In no way 
sufficient, and a ward in the House ef 
Refu :: This latter place, as is quite 
evident, is for them after their convic- 
, tien, and not when they are awaiting 
" their trial, 


Lets Parents Sign 


“T-am in the habit of allowing the 
parents of the children to go their bail 
and also to make the amount of the 
bond very small, so that for most of 
the children there is no necessity for 
detention. But in the case of orphans, 

waifs and those children whom I feel 
it would be better to keep from their 
old associates, some place to hold them 
is necessary. 

‘But I am not in favor of erecting 
any pretentious building, or taking a 
long lease on any temporary quartérs, 
My idea is for the present to lease some 
moderate sized house in the vicinity of 
the Juvenile Court until such @ time as 
the city can afford to erect a building 
of its own for such a purpose. Then it 
would be better to vut the court and 
the detention room in the same build- 

if ssible.’

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PROBE STARTED IN 
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Congress Appoints Committee 
to See That Uncle Sam 
Isn’t Robbed.

WASHINGTON, June. 30.,—-Congress 
will investigate’ the coal land’ scan- 
dals of the Indian Territory. A res- 
olution providing for a thorough in- 
quiry by a committee of Senators was 
adopted today. 

It was alleged in debates on legisla- 
tion relating to the affairs of the five 
elvilized tribes that nearly 100,000 
acres of valuable coal lands are now 
leased by railroads and those inter- 
ested in them, and that an additional 
800,000 acres which it was proposed 
to sell would also be obtained by 
these corporations. The total price 
expected for these 400,000 acres would 
not exceed $5,000,000. It was =-pro- 
vided that they should be appraised 
without regard to improvements. 

Senator La Follette and others de- 
clared these lands were worth at least 
$106,000,000, and from this figure the 
estimates ranged to a billion dollars. 
They asserted that a plot existed [to 
defraud the Indians and make a gift 
of the most valuable coal lands in the 
United States to the railroads. 

So much opposition developed to the 
plan devised for selling the coal lands 
of the five civilized tribes that it was 
defeated in the Senate. A resolution 
was then offered providing for an in- 
vestigation into all the circumstances 
connected with the proposed disposal 
of the coal lands and also the ques- 
tions of alienating and citizenship. 

This has been pending for. two 
months and was pressed for consider- 
ation today. 

The following committee was ap- 
pointed to make the investigation: 
Senators “Clark of Wyoming, Chair- 
man Long, Brandegee, Teller and 
Clarke of Montana.

Unfortunately we 
are governed by the House of Com- 
mons, which has very littl knowledge 
of life, and the House of Lords, which 
has no*knowledge of life at all. We are 
throwing away about $4,000,000,000 a year 
on extravagances of every sort, much 
of it so badly wanted at home, being 
spent abroad.”’

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Natural Caves 0 


Ozarks Now 


to Be Used for Mushroom-Growing 


in the Ozark region of Southeast Missouri and 

in Northwest Arkansas and portions of In- 
dian Territory will at last be brought to a more 
practical use than as attractions for sightseers. d£x- 
tensive experiments just completed by Dr. B. M. 
Duggar, botanist for Missouri University, m © 
operation with the National Department of . Agri- 
culture, have proved these caves to be the best of 
natural beds for the raising of mushrooms. 

Mushroom culture is among the most profitable 
of occupations. There is a constant demand for 
this delicacy and always a shortage of supply. 
Heretofore they shave been raised in this country 
chiefly out of doors in sections where they grow 
‘well, or in cellars and houses artificially constructed 
for the purpose, or adapted from other uses. 

The cellar-grown variety is by far the best and 

most salable, but even these cannot compare, Dr. 
Duggar’s experiments indicate, with the product of 
certain caves. The most satisfactory results are 
obtained from those caves that are dryest and best 
ventilated. ; 
Ozark caves afford the best opportunity for this 
industry. But there are so many of these caves 
that it would seem possible to raise enough mush- 
rooms in them to supply the markets of the world. 
Some of them are enormous... One or two have 
been compared to the famous Mammoth Cave of 
Kentucky for size and beauty. 

Many attempts have been made to induce trav- 
elers to make a vogue of these larger caves, as they 
have of the Kentucky “wonder of the world,” but 
without much success. By turning them into mush- 
room beds it will now be possible for the inhabitants 
of the cave regions to turn their natural advantages 
to account, 

Mushrooms are “native” to the Missouri soi] and 
the climate of some sections, and may be found 
growing wild in many parts of the State. This 3s 
particularly true of those sections which most 
abound in caves in many counties. 

Culturists in Southeast Missouri have grown 
mushrooms in the back yard, in the cellar and have 
built houses for them, but failed previous to the 
coming- of the “theorist” from the State University, 
to even experiment with the caves, Or, if any have 
dene so, they have kept still about their success, 
fearing, perhaps, that the large number of caves 
and the high price of mushrooms would cause a 
tush to mushroom culture that would overstock 
the market. 

Outdoor culture of mushrooms in this section has 
never been highly successful. The cave or cellar 
grown varieties are always the sweetest and best. 
Paris, France, is the mushroom center at present, 
and the edible has been grown there chiefly in 
abandoned limestone quarries.. 

The Missouri, Arkansas and Indian Territory cave 
regions are tapped by railroads running direct to 
St. Louis and Kansas City, with facilities for reach- 
ing other cities further away. The natural cave- 
grown musrooms may thus be sent to the market 
fresh. ~ 

Heretofore the lange demand for mushrooms and 
the small supply drawn from cellars in various 
cities has resulted in the average diner-out being 
served canned mushrooms. It does not follow that 
because it is canned the mushroom, like some other 
table foods, is adulterated, but it is true, as with 

vegetables of other kinds, that the canned 
are almost worthiess. In mo other thing, per- 
maps, is the difference more noticeable than between

growers by canming the surplus and selling it to 
cities so unfortunate as to be teo far away from 
this favored region to be reached by the fresh 
mushrooms. 

The growers of Paris have attempted to keep 
mushrooms and have succeeded. But Dr. Duggar’s 
experiments indicate that their chief asset may have 
been the conditions under which the edible has been 


_ grown. 


— this attitude of secrecy becomes a part of 
their wature was shown in St. Louis recently when 
a Frenchman came here and set himself up in the 
mushroom growing business in an gid brewery cel- 
lar. He was so successtul- that he attracted at» 
tention and the Post-laspatch Sunday Magazine 
sent a man to inquire into his methods and suc- 
cesses and get pictures of his quarters. 

For almest a year after the publication of the 
article mentioned this paper continued to receive 
inquiries asking for further partientairs about the 
culture and marketing of mushrooms, and for sev- 
eral weeks afier it appeared the office was fairly 
flooded with such inquiries. 


Vaucitu of Exp’orers in St. Louis 


T IS not generally known that there is issued in 

| the United States an Explorers’ Year Book, 

in which are given names and present addresses 

of American explorers, together with sletcles of 
their lives and works, 





St. Louis has the smallest representation of any of 
the big American cities. Strangely enough, there is 
here a great paucity of explorers. While New York 
has many, Philadelphia a dozen and Chicago and 
Boston each a number, St. Louis js credited with but 
one. He is Dr. WJ McGee, curator of the St. Louis 
Public Museum. The following is published con- 
cerning him: 


“Born April 17, 1853, in Dubuque County, Io. 
Educated in the ‘Old Red Schoolhouse on the Hill.’ 
Engaged in land surveying 1873-5, and spent some 
years in the study of geology and archeology. In 
1877-81, made geological and topographical sur\ ey of 
Northeastern Iowa. Later became attached to 
Ynited States Geological Survey, and in 1885 as- 
sumed charge of important division, surveying and 
mapping out 300,000 square miles in the Southeast- 
ern United States. Compiled geological maps of 
United States. Investigated Charleston earthquake, 
1886. Explored Tibouron Island, home of savage 
tribe never before studied. 


“President American Anthropological Associa- 
tion, ex-president Nationa] Geographical Seciety, 
also Anthropological Society of Washington, United 
States Commissioner of Archeology and Ethnology, 
Chief of Department of Anthropology Universal 
Exposition of 1904, associate editor National Géo- 
graphical Magazine, author of ‘Pleistocene History of 
Northeastern Iowa,’ 1891; ‘United States Geology of 
Chesapeake Bay,’ 1888; ‘The Lafayette Formation,’

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N siiastite and ‘maibbaied stil iroughout 
the world they are discussing with eager- 
ness the remarkable discoveries now being 
made by United States Government experts in 
St. Louis in increasing the potential energy of 
coal, experiments which are steadily raising the 
ratio until now the power of coal has been almost 
trebled, standing at 2.7 times its former value. 
_ The result of these experiments carried on at 
the site of the World’s Fair almost unknown to 
the. people of St. Louis, is of. such tremendous im- 
portance that an entire revolution in the methods 
of manufacture ‘and ~ transportation is expected. 
It means that the bituminous coal of Missouri, 
Illinois, Kansas, Iowa, Indiana, Indian™ Territory 
and elsewhere in the United States, which has 
been considered less than half as valuable as an- 
thracite,.can be made to produce-as much net 
horsepower per ton of coal used as the best Penn- 
sylvania hard coal. 

It also means that lignite, common through all 
the West, and considered almost of no value, can 
be made under certain conditions to yield more 
horsepower¢ per ton ‘than does the best anthra- 
cite. How ‘dre these wonderful things to be done? 

Simply:by making use of the. discovery that any 
grade ofécoal from.the least to the most val- 
uable, When judged by old standards, has a value 


for producing gas exactly inverse to that shown 


when used directly to produce steam in a boiler. 
In the past coal has been valued by its direct 
steam production—that is, when burned under a 
boiler. The fact now proven is that the poorer 
the coal for:this purpose the greater its value in 
yielding gas. 

Having found the value of common coal in pro- 
ducing gas, the next step is the application of the 
gas to make power, which is done by the use of 
gas engines. Soft coal turned into gas, and ,the 
gas burned in gas engines, will produce as much 


., net horsepower. per ton 'of-fuel-as the best hard 
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-—. 


Considered without reference to the value or 
power of anthracite in producing steam by direct 
use under a:boiler, the result of the St. Louis ex- 
periments shows that soft or bituminous coal is 
capable of more than two and one-half times as 
mueh power when turned into gas and used in 
@ gas engine as when used, as has heretofore been 
the case, directly to fire under boilers in producing 
steam. In fact, the experiments. have demonstra- 
ted that lignites and coals heretofore practically 
worthless. for fuel. in producing ‘steam, are now 
available if:first:made into’ gas. 

The : saving thus. made. possible in the cost of 
coal for steam producing purposes in manufacture, 
by the use’of' the gas of soft coal in gas ‘engines, 
for the New. England. manufacturers alone, it is 
estimated, would reach $20,000,000 per year. ‘he 
cost of producing this same pewer.in the New 
England States, where no‘coal is mined, by old 
methods, has been placed approximately at $50,- 
000,000. These’ striking figures serve at once to 
show the importance of the new discoveries, 

Another illustration of the influence of the dis- 
coveries made in St. Louis may be gained by 
turning to the United States Navy. The naval 
vessels of the United States in 1903 used about 
500,000 tons of coal, at a cost» of $2,500,000. If 
the perfected gas producer of the future and the 
gas engine are substituted on the cruisers and 
battleships for the existing. steam boilers and en- 
gines, the saving in the cost of coal will be not 
less than $1,000,000 a year. 

And in this instance of illustration, the cost is 
not the greatest consideration; the distance a 
war vessel can travel without coaling is of the 
utmost importance. The St. Louis discoveries, ‘if 
applied to the battleship, mean that it can. travel 
twice as far as with the present power without 
coaling. 

Another entirely new feature of this discovery 
is that the use of gas engines and gas. producers 
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freight and passenger ships, will increase the ca- 
pacity for ammunition and guns, or, in case. of 
the trade vessels, for passengers or freight. The 
gas producer and gas engine take up a great deal 
less room than the old style boilers and engines. 

It is estimated that the cost of coal and other 
mineral fuels used in the United States means an 
outlay by the consumers of $1,500,000,000 annual- 
ly. The use of the gas engine and the gas pro 
ducer will now make it possible to reduce the 
consumption of coal sufficiently to save at least 
$600,000,000 yearly to the nation. 

These figures would seem incredible, ordinarily, 


>i but they are vouched for by the United States 


Government experts. The fuels tested by the 
gas producer at the St. Louis testing station were 
also tested under steam boilers for a direct com- 
parison. 


The ratio obtained showed that the efficiency 
of the soft coals tested for power purposes was 
2.57 times as great when used in the gas producer 
as when under the steam boiler; or, in other 
words, this experiment demonstrated that one 
ton of these coals used in the gas producer will 
generate as much power as 2.57 tons of the same 
coal when used under the steam boiler. 


But the result of 2.57 was obtained in prelimi- 
nary tests. Since they were made many com- 
parisons have been secured and the ratio in favor 
of the gas producer now stands at 2.7. This im- 
provement over the first ratio, of course, ad- 
vances the savings and reductions in the figures 
given, but they will stand for the purpose of il- 
lustratioh as approximate, 


Now, although the statements made and the 
figures given are startling, the fact that the gas 
engine is passing through a transitional periéd and 
is not. perfect, makes the discoveries still more 
significant... The gas engine is going through 
changes, is .developing, just as did the steam en- 

bszusad it is perfected, and the horizontal, 


000. If gas groducers and gas engines were sub- 


double-acting engine replaces the vertical, singte- 
acting engine, with many improvements -now un- 
thought of, the whole value of these discoveries 
will be so pronounced as to effect very great 
changes in transportation as well as manufac- 
ture. 

The inhabitants of a city may appreciate the 
value of the discoveries "when it is stated that 
the use of soft coal by making gas of it before 
applying it for power will do away with the 
smoke nuisance. An atmosphere clear of smoke at 
all times will be possible. This one result of the 
discoveries will be hailed as a blessing. 


Another change which it is predicted will grow 
out of the use of soft coal in the gas engines 
will revolutionize the present mode of travel and 
freight transportation. It will be possible to es- 
tablish power plants at the various soft coal 
fields of the country because of the reduction in 
the cost of power generation made possible by 
the introduction of the gas producer. 

A gas-producer gas-engine plant located at the 
mines of the Belleville (Lll.) districb, for instance, 
could send out its electric power over an area 
bounded by Cedar Rapids and Chicago, Indianap- 
olis and Louisville, Nashville and Memphis or 
Eureka Springs and Joplin, Kansas City or St. 
Joseph. 

It is predicted, without stretch of the imagina- 
tion, that sufficient electric power could be gen- 
erated from the soft coal fields by using the gas 
producer and gas engine, and at a low enough 
cost; to move all the trains of the United States 
from less than a dozen central power stations. 
This would mean the use of electricity, and the 
employment, of that power would guarantee no 
dirt, no cinders, no fires, 


The estimated cost for coal used in St. Louis 
in the past year for manufacturing purposes (not 
including transportation) is more than $3,000,- 


« 


cost would be reduced to sdinask $2,000'000. 


This reduction—almost past belief when the 
figures are given a second reading—could ba 
brought about both by the natural saving due to 
installations of the gas producer and gas engines 
and by the use of the poorer grades of coal which 
are possible with the gas producer. 

The cost of smoke consumers to St. Louis is 
an item of expense which would be saved. The 
men making these experiménts with the use of soft 
coal, pronounce the gas producer the best smoke 
preventer on the market. After a plant gets into 
working condition there is absolute freedom from 
smoke. - 

The reduction in the cost of fuel realized by 
the substitution of the gas producer and the gas 
engine for the boiler and steam engine, made 
known by the discoveries at St. Loufs, is now be- 
ing tested by more than one hundred  installa- 
tions in’ the United States, the plants put im 
ranging in size from 10 to 9000 ‘horsepower. 

There are at. least three plants besides that 
operated by the:Government in St. Louis. A 12 
horsepower. suction producer plant for testing 
purposes has been installed at the mechanical en- 
gineering laboratory of Washington University by 
a Kansas City firm. Another plant of 50 horse- 
power has been placed for a lime and cement com- 
pany in Missouri. Still another plant is being in- 
stalled in'a plate glass factory at Crystal City, 


Mo. These plants will operate semi-anthracite ' 


from Arkansas or plain soft coal. 

Authority for conducting the investigations at 
St. Louis was contained in the urgent deficiency 
bill which passéd Congress Feb. 18, 1904, Thirty 
thousand dollars was provided by this act, ang 
two months later the general deficiency. bill add- 
ed another $30,000, making a total of $60,000. 
Still other appropriations reach almost $300,000, 
to carry on the work.

School for Engaged Couples and of graduates from 
Colleges of Matrimony where the winning of a di- 
ploma will be a positive guarantee of the holder’s 
fitness to manage a household in the most economic 
and expert fashion. Be Pie 

Within the past two weeks 10 pretty and decidedly 
eligible young women have been graduated from the 
housekeeping school connected with the Chicago 
Commons. 

Each of the 10 graduates has a diploma certify- 
ing that she is a thoroughly experienced housekeep- 
er, with a good, practical knowledge of how to 
market, how to cook, how to sew, darn socks, make 
to dress neatly and unex- 
how to keep a home looking bright and 
keep 


travagantly, 
inviting at all times, how to practice economy, 
household accounts and make life worth living for 
a poor, hard-working husband, even though he does 
not earn more than $10 a week. 

And each of these 10 young graduates is already 
being completely deluged with proposals to wed from 
appreciative admirers. Six of the graduates, who 
have diplomas certifying their ability to manage 
a household for a family of four on an income otf 
$10 a week, have already become engaged and their 
weddings are to take place véry shortly. The en- 
gagement of the other four graduates may be an- 
nounced any day now. It is merely a question with 
them of saying “yes” to the four most eligible and 
most favored suitors. 

In England the Bishop of Ripon is urging the 
British Government to establish at once schools for 
engaged couples in all the thickly populated districts 
of Great Britgin. There are excellent reasons, the 
Bishop has declared, why these schools should be 
instituted without delay. 

The idea, as it has been outlined, is to take the 
young man who has fallen head over heels in love 
and wants_to marry right away, and send him toa 
school of matrimony, where he will be taught a few 
things which anybody contemplating matrimony 
should know. 

And while the prospective bridegroom is in one 
class, his prospective bride will be similarly educated 
in another, so that when they graduate, perfectly 
qualified to get married, they will be able to steer 
clear of the rocks and shoals and treacherous sands 





on which many a matrimonial craft is wrecked 
today. 

In the hands of competent instructors, the young 
man who wants to get married, but who must 
get a diploma before he can get a marriage license, 
will #e taught how tv become a perfect husband; not 
a mere sentimental live-in-the-moonlight hero, but 
a practical, thrifty and sensible‘companion for the 
young woman of his choice. 

First of all, they are going to teach him that he 
mustn’t be extravagant. If he is a smoker, he will 
be taught that a corncob pipe and a 5-cent package 
of tobacco are more in harmony with matrimony 
on a small salary than high-priced cigars and cigar- 
ettes. Then he has got to learn how to make one

It required two days. They were caught in a storm 
and found the top covered with deep snow. They 
were clad only in overalls and their shoes were worn 
through. In addition, they had little to eat, hav- 
ing to depend on their skill as hunters, and alto-

An ex-Governor of a great prison has in his pos- 
session a remarkably handsome sideboard in walnut, 
which was made for him by a convict of a prison 
where he was Governor for some ten years. ‘The 
man appealed to him for some means of \illing time, 
and, knowing the prisoner to be a cabinet maker. 
the Governor provided him with wood and tools. 
The sideboard was the surprising result, and, in 
consequence of it, when the convict took his dis- 
charge there was a substantial present from the 
Governor to help in making a fresh start in life. 
Moreover, while thus employed his hand was not 
losing its cunning nor his mind lying fallow, and 
his chances of leading an honest life thereafter were 
therefore greatly increased. 

Prisoners have been known to kill time secretly 
by such melancholy devices as making mats and bas- 
kets of straw taken from their beds, rather than 
simply sit and brood. Others have set themselves 
to count the number of times eertain letters occur 
in the Bible, with a copy of which every convict is 
provided, and it is quite a common practice for 
prisoners to learn whole chapters, gospels and 
epistles by heart, A certain hardened character 
once committed to memory the whole of the Vid 
Testament, but the moral good it did him could not 





have been very great, for two days after his release 
he committed a burglary, for which he was sen- 
tenced to three years’ imprisonment. 

A chaplain of an English prison possesses con- 
siderable powers in the way of providing convicts

“I believe,” said one of them, “that a _ great 
source of modest prosperity is being wasted by the 
absence of market gardening in the neighborhood 
of the smaller places. Terryville has about 1800 
inhabitants. There is one factory there. 

“Refore that came it was a farming village. ‘lhe 
farmers are all there yet, but the farmers are all 
working in the factory. ~uere are no vegetable 
gardens in that village, and no market gardens 
around it. — 

“They raise nothing on their farms but hay. They 
will take a vacation in the summer and go and do

them; but as they do nothing for the land the hay 
crop gets poorer and poorer every year. 
“at Terryville and Waterbury all the garden 
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truck comes from New York and is, of course, ex- 
pensive and not fresh. 
cultivated land all around, the people eat canned 
vegetables. There is some market gardening around 
Hartford, but there, too, supplies are drawn from 
New York. It is so all through that region and 
other regions like it. 

“Now, I don’t blame a man who has always lived 
on a farm and farmed in the old-fashioned, unsci- 
entific way for wanting to get into town and go 
to work in a mill. M is another stage in his evo- 
lution. But it leaves an opportunity for the sci- 
entific farmer, the educated farmer who farms with 
brains.

The attack on Mount Dajo was the most impor- 
tant action against the rebellious Filipines for sev- 
eral years. The Moros were entrenched on the 
mountain, a java cone, 2100 feet high, with a crater 
at its summit, the sides of the mountain being ex- 
tremely steep. The last 400 feet of the ascent is at 
an angle of 60 degrees, while there are 50 perpen- 
dicular ridges which, during the fight, were foruiaed 
and defended by an invisible force of Moros. 

Entrenched on top of the mountain were fully 800 
outlaws and bandits, determined to sell theit lives 
dearly. In order to attack them it was necessitry 
to climb the half mile of mountain side, in the face 
of a galling fire from unseen enemies, lifting the 
storming artillery pieces by block and tacfle. No 
wonder Gen, Wood, in his official report, declared: 
“It is impossible to conceive a stronger natural no- 
sition than that attacked.” 

After the attack was over it was found that 630 


Moros had been killed, their bodies piled eight and 
ten deep in the crater and along the perpendicular 
ridges. ‘Fifteen American enlisted men were killed, 
four commissioned officers were wounded, 32 enlist- 
ed men were wounded and a naval contingent opera- 
ting with the military sustained 32 casualties,

It was contended by Jefferson and his friends 
that John McKnitt Alexander, in reproducing this 
“Davie copy,” confused the two declarations. The 
friends of Alexander sought to prove that the 
Alexander copy was literally correct. 

Perhaps the most remarkable incident brought 
to public attention by Dr. Graham is that de- 
scribing the “abstraction” from the. Colonial Ar- 
chives of England of the only existing copy of 


the Mecklenburg Declaration. In 1837, says Dr.? 


Graham, Rev. Francis L. Hawks, in an article in 
the New York Review, stated that a copy of the 
Cape Fear Mercury of June, 1775, was preserved 
in the Colonial Archives of England, and that the 
Mecklenburg Declaration appeared in it in the 
original form. Dr. Graham produces evidence 
tending to show that swhen’a visit was made’ 
to the 'British State “Papers office, immediately 
after the publication in. the New York Keview, 
for the purpose of seeing the Mercury, it was 
found that the paper had been taken out. A mem- 
orandum in pencil was as: follows: “Taken out 
by Mr. Turner for Mr. Stevenson, Aug. 15, 1837.” 
Dr. Graham adds: “It was never returned.” ‘The 
Mr. Stevenson mentioned was Andrew Stevenson, 
Minister to England, lifetime friend of Jefferson. 
The inference is plain: That the Cape Fear Mer- 
cury of June, 1775, contained the original Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of Independence, and that 


it was so similar to the Jefferson Declaration as/ 
to prove the plagiarism. Mr. Stevenson, as a \ 


friend of Jefferson, according to the views of Dr. 
Graham, “retained” the copy. 

An incident which adds strength to this view re- 
lates to what are known as the “Thirty-First Re- 
solves.” These “resolves” are a series of. resolu- 
tions “discovered” in 1838 by the Jefferson ad- 
herents, and alleged by them to have been passed 
at Charlotte, Mecklenburg County, N. C., May 
31, 1775. These “resolves” express more or less 
clearly the allegiance of the people to the King, 
although, throughout, they breathe defiance and 
show the convention to be. on the verge of revolu- 
tion. 

Many arguments * are adduced ° by ‘Dr.’ Graham 
against this reasoning. He asserts that there was 
no convention on May 31, at the time the “resolves” 
are alleged by Jefferson’s defenders to have been 
passed. On the other hand, he says these “re- 
solves” were, in fact, ‘passed on May 20, 1775, the 
date of the Mecklenburg Declaration of ; Inde- 


pendence. On May 31, he ‘asserts, somebody at » 


Charlotte sent them to the Charleston. Courier. 
The “resolves” being not dated, Dr. Graham rea- 
sons, the Courier simply gave them the date of the 
letter with which they were sent—May 31, instead 
of May 20.. 

Their expressed allegiance to the. King is thus 
explained: The Mecklenburg convention did“not 
assemble for the purpose of making #Declaration 
of Independence. On the other hand, members of 
a committee had prepared in advance a series of 
resolutions which were presented to the convention 
and passed. But just as:they were passed came 
the news of the battle of Lexington.
